3. Since the month of September, 1851, the number of 
persons receiving out-door relief in Ireland has been usually 
between 3,000 and 4,000 weekly, including heads of families 
and their dependents ; in one week only during that period 
of 20 months the number exceeded 4,000. The cases relieved 
provisionally by Eelieving Officers out of the Workhouses are 
included in these Returns. 

4. The number of out-door poor being so inconsiderable, 
and liable to so little fluctuation, the comparative extent of 
pauperism in successive years is now almost wholly depen- 
dent on the number receiving relief in the Workhouses. 
This number continues to fluctuate almost in the same 
degree as formerly, notwithstanding the absolute decrease 
■which has taken place ; the number in autumn not usually 
much exceeding one-half the number at another period of 
the year. 

5. A very remarkable change, however, has now established 
itself in regard to the time of the year when the number 
of inmates is at the maximum. In each year since the 
occurrence of the famine until the year 1851, the greatest 
degree of destitution was observable in the summer months. 
Thus, in the year 1847-8, the maximum number of in-door 
and out-door poor, amounting together to 973,286, occurred 
on the 1st July; in 1848-9, the maximum (1,005,950) was 
on the 7th July ; in 1849-50, the maximum (403,310) was 
on the 29th June; and in the year 1850-51, the maximum 
(consisting of 265,170 inmates, and 19,918 out-door poor) 
occurred on the 21st June. In the following year, 1851-52, 
the period of the maximum shifted from the end of June to 
the 21st February, when there were 196,966 inmates in the 
Workhouses, and 3,473 out-door poor. From that time there 
was a gradual decrease, with a very slight fluctuation, until 
midsummer ; and from midsummer to autumn, a rapid de- 
crease, as usual. The same course of fluctuation appears likely 
to be repeated in 1852-53, the maximum number hitherto 
having occurred in precisely the same week as in the preced- 
ing year, viz., that ending 19th February, when the number 
of inmates was 160,774, and the number on out-door relief 
3,482 ; a gradual decrease having since taken place. This 
decrease wiU probably continue to go on until the month of 
October ne.xt, when the number of persons receiving relief in 
Ireland may be expected not to exceed 80,000. 

6. The increase of destitution formerly arising in the 
summer mouths was undoubtedly attributable to the coin- 
parativo scarcity of food and employment at that season. 
The same causes still operate and prevent any rapid decrease 
of the inmates in summer, notwithstanding the greatly im- 
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Relief of Pauperism and Sickness. 5 

proved sanitary state of the Workhouses and population 
outside, at that genial season of the year ; hut it will be 
seen, on referring to the number of the fever patients and 
other sick inmates, and the rate of mortality during successive 
weeks, that the maximum number of inmates and the maxi- 
mum number of sick now occur at the same period of the 
year; whereas formerly this was not the case, sickness having 
always been most prevalent in spring, and pauperism hereto- 
fore most prevalent in June and July. 

7. The fact that the greatest amount of pauperism and 
the greatest degree of sickness now occur at the same season 
of the ymar, is one of several indications which show that, as 
the proportion of the able-bodied and youthful inmates de- 
clines, the Workhouses of Ireland are assuming, especially 
in large towns, the character of hospitals for the reception of 
destitute sick persons, whether suffering from sudden and 
acute sickness, chronic infirmity, or contagious disease ; and 
the connexion now established between the Board of Guar- 
dians and the execution of the Medical Charities Act is 
certainly favoru'able to the development of this peculiar 
characteristic of the Irish Poor Law, 

8. We believe that the following statement made by the 
Medical Officer of the Boyle Workhouse is applicable to 
other Unions in Ireland. ‘' There are 114 in Hospital this 
“ day. The very great disproportion between the number in 
“ hospital and the body of the house, and the number at 
“ present under medical treatment, as compared witli a 
“ similar period tlie last two years, is caused by the woi’king 
“ of the Medical Charities, which has thrown the burden of all 
“ the serious cases on the Workhouse Hospitals. F or instance, 
“ in the past week, seven urgent cases were admitted : the first, 
“a case of acute inflammation of the bowels; the second, 
“ a case of diffuse inflammation, which terminated fatallj- in 
“ a few hours, notwithstanding the use of the most prompt 
“ measures, the third, a case of bad, spotted, typhus fever; the 
“ fourth, a case of severe injury of the ribs and hip; and three 
“ others of minor importance.” We do not regard this opera- 
tion of the law with dissatisfaction ; but it is incumbent on 

^us to state, that if other than destitute persons wore admitted 
into Workhouses on the ground of sickness, it would be a 
most serious departure from the original principle of the Irish 
Poor Law. The question on wliich most difficulty arises in 
this respect is, where members of families, the heads of which 
are not destitute, are proposed for admission to Workhouse 
Infirmary on the ground of sickness. When consulted by Boards 
of Guardians on this subject, we have advised that the sick 
members of a family should not be received into a Work- 
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Juvenile Inmates of Worhhouses. 



house as destitute, in oases Tvliere the head of the family 
applies for relief in this way and refuses to enter the 'Work- 
house with them, unless the Guardians are prepared to 
prosecute him at once under the 58th section of the Act. 
The admission of “ poor persons” suffering under dangerous 
contagious disease is, however, considered to be exceptional, 
and conducted on less rigid principles than the relief of the 
destitute poor. 

9. There are still in the Workhouses, especially in those of 
the Province of Munster, a great number of young persons, 
consisting chiefly of children, of both sexes, under 1 5 years of 
age, and females between the ages of 15 and 21. In regard 
to these classes, the strict discipline and close confinement, 
so essential to the proper management of this system of relief, 
suggest some painful reflections. These classes have become 
inmates of this asylum through misfortune, wholly uncon- 
nected with any default on their own part, and they remain 
inmates because there is no other resource of which they can 
avail themselves, notwithstanding the employment which 
is found for adult able-bodied females, in sewing, mending, 
washing, and the other household duties of the establish- 
ment, and notwithstanding that a larger degree of indul- 
gence, as to air and exercise, is xu’ovicled, as well as educa- 
tional and industrial training, for the children, it is impossi- 
ble that these classes should not suffer, both physically and 
mentally, from continued residence in a Workhouse; where 
no degree of care, in discipline or in training, can suppily the 
moral advantages of domestic protection, and no industrial 
system can duly awaken that energy of character w'hich is 
necessary to enable them to struggle successfully for some 
position in society, however humble. 

10. The question, therefore, is still asked, what can be 
done with, or what can be done for, able-bodied adult females, 
and for the orphan and deserted children, left in the Work- 
houses by the famine ? Many benevolent minds have ap- 
plied themselves to the solution of the problem, and have 
suggested various expedients for adoption. The more pro- 
minent among these have been, the introduction of a self- 
siqoporting system of industry, either by means of manufac- 
tures, or by means of large farms, supplying agricultural 
labour for males, and dairy work for females ; the formation, 
at the same time, of District Schools, with a more perfect 
system of educational and industrial training ; and, in con- 
nexion with either or both of these projects, a system of 
rewards to stimulate attention and industry, and to awaken 
those energies which are apt to lie dormant in the dull 
routine of the Workhouse School, and still more so in the

workroom, filled by hands who have no personal interest in 
the products of their own labour. Since these questions, 
however, began to be mooted in this country, a vast change 
of circumstances has taken place, tending to confirm the 
views of those who deprecate the introduction of any 
arrangements which may have the effect of retaining pau- 
pers in the Workhouse, and even of reconciling rate-payers 
to the existence of a mass of pauperism among them, by 
means of an endeavour to make such pauperism self-support- 
ing. We allude no longer to the great change in reg-ard to 
out-door relief, but to the decrease of pauperism in the 
Workhouses since the time when out-door relief ceased to 
exist otherwise than exceptionally. 

11. It has been more than once remarked by us, that the 
Province of Connaught was earlier in its recovery from the 
effects of the famine than some other parts of Ireland. 
Although many districts in that Province, formerly assisted 
from external "funds, but now self-supporting, are still sub- 
ject, in consequence, to extremely heavy rates, the actual 
reduction of Workhouse pauperism, since 1851, has been 
beyond all expectation ; and is the more satisfactory because 
it has taken place concurrently with a very low rate of mor- 
tality in the Workhouses. 

12. The following summary for the Province of Connaught 
shows the extent of the reduction of Workhouse pauperism, 
and the several classes on which that reduction has taken 
effect : —

Thus it appears, that while the whole number of inmates 
in Connaught has decreased since April, 1851, from 42,286 
to 17,389, or 60 per cent., the number of able-bodied females 
has been reduced from 12,257 to 3,587, or 70 per cent., and 
children under 15, from 18,620 to 8,569, or 55 per cent. 
In particular Unions of Connaught, including the poorest 
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8 Causes of Decrease. 

in point of net annual value, the rate of reduction has 
been still more prprising. In Belmullet it was from 1 ,790, in 
1851, to 387, in 1853, or 80 per cent.; in Hewpiort, from 
1,344 to 320, or 75 per cent. ; in Clifden, from 2,771 to 657, 
or 80 per cent. ; and in Westport, from 2,757 to 539, or 80 
per cent. 

13. The decrease in the number of the juvenile inmates of 
Workhouses has arisen almost wholly through the excess of 
discharges over admissions ; the discharges taking place for 
the most part voluntarily, in consequence of the means of 
subsistence presenting itself to such young piersons or their 
parents outside the Workhouse; and in some cases for the 
purpose of joining friends or relations in America, Australia, 
or in England or Scotland. 

14. Wo have endeavoured to obtain by Returns from 
the ^ Clerks of Uirions, some idea of the 'extent to which 
remittances have been made to the inmates of Workhouses 
for the last-mentioned purposes. It appears from those 
Returns that in the last year £2,158 was remitted to 
enable 877 inmates to join their friends in America, and 
£136 to assist 489 inmates to go to England and Scotland, 
and £221 to enable 31 inmates to proceed to Australia. 
These remittances are made at the present time in greater 
amount and number than heretofore, and may be expected 
to increase. When the^ sums remitted for emigration are 
insufficient, assistance is often afforded to the necessary 
extent by the Guardians, under the provisions of the Irish 
Poor Law Acts. The sum of £14,041 was expended for 
that purpose during the year ended 29th September last ; 
and 3,825 persons were assisted to emigrate to America or 
Australia during the year ended 31st March, 1853. The 
expenditure on emigration during the previous year was 
£21,075, and the number of emigrants 4,386, grants for the 
jmrpose to the extent of £15,000 having been issued from 
the Ratc-in-Aid ; but no part of the Rate-in-Aid has been 
applied to this purpose during the year 1851-2. 

15. The mainly operative cause of the depletion of the 
Workhouses has been, without doubt, the increased demand 
for labour, consequent on the drain produced by emigration 
Until recently we have reason to believe that this demand 
had been satisfied by the redundant supply of working hands 
maintained in the Workhouses, and taking their discharge 
from time to time, and that very little improvement, if any, 
liad occuired in the rate of wages of labour in the districts 
most depopulated by emigration. In January last we 
obtained, at the desire of the Colonial Land and Emigration 
Commissioners, Returns from our Inspectors, relating to 
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nearly the whole of Ireland, showing the comparative rate 
of wages in the present year and in several past years, sum- 
maries of which wo give in the Appendix.* In very few 
departments of labour does the money rate of wages appear 
to have been higher in the beginning of 1853 than it was in 
1845, the year before the commencement of the famine. 
This state of things, however, must be considered as modified 
materially by the change in the price of food during the inter- 
vening period, of which aready indexisfurnished bythe weekly 
cost of Workhouse maintenance, exclusive of clothing, in 
successive years, rising, as it did, to 2s. 2d. on the average of all 
Ireland in 1847, and descending again to Is. in 1850, 1851, 
and 1852. It must also be borne in mind that the daily rate 
of wages is not the only criterion of an improvement in the 
condition of the peasantry ; for it is very likely that pre- 
viously to any increase in the daily rate of wages, more con- 
tinuous employment of the individual labourer would take 
place, and add materially to his means of maintaining himself 
and his dependents. 

16. In the present month of the year 1853, the average 
cost of weekly maintenance in the Workhouse is Is. 2\d\ 
and judging from the accounts which now reach us of the 
difficulty of obtaining hands for the spring work in the west 
of Ireland, and seeing that the Workhouses are no longer 
able to send forth large reserves of labouring hands as here- 
tofore, we doubt not that a considerable rise in the money 
value of wages must soon take place. 

17. To revert to the subject of juvenile inmates, the large 
number of them discharged from the Workhouses in the 
course of the last two years may be regarded with unmixod 
satisfaction. These younger classes of inmates now dis- 
charged consist, in fact, of so many persons saved from the 
famine and restored permanently to society. Those of the 
same class who still remain in the Workhouses, are chiefly 
children who have no friends surviving, or such only as are 
still unable or unwilling to take them from under the charge 
of the Poor Law. We shall now jn’oceed to give some account 
of the several classes of the younger inmates still remaining 
in the Workhouses, and of the future prospect in I'egard to 
them, 

18. In the month of November, 1852, we obtained Peturna 
from all the Workhouses, relating to children under the 
age of 15, the result of which is very interesting, and is 
given below.

19. In April last, we obtained a further Return relating 
chiefly to children between the ages of 9 and 15, and to 
young persons between the ages of 15 and 21, inclusive. 
The main object of this Return was to see how far the 
juvenile population of the Workhouses were to be consi- 
dered as including persons already stamped with the cha- 
racter of criminals, having undergone punishment for offences 
against the law ; and, again, how far each class between the 
specified ages were absolutely illiterate, or enjoying in 
some degree the benefit of education. The proportion of 
illegitimate children in the Workhouses of Ireland will be 
found not the least interesting part of the summaries of 
these Returns, which are as follow : —

21. LooHngto the large proportion of orphans and deserted 
children in the Keturns, we cannot but feel that the prospect 
of enabling a large number of them to leave the Workhouses 
and obtain a permanent position in society, must depend to 
a great degree upon the exertion made to educate and train 
them in such a manner as to enable them to do this at an 
early age. We believe that a child at the age of 12 or 
13 is more easily grafted into society than if he resides 
in a public establishment till 18 or 19, when he becomes 
too much accustomed to its routine to exert himself in a new 
position, where more labour and individual efforts have to 
be exerted, and greater hardships and privations endured. 

22. The state of literary education in most of the Work- 
house Schools in Ireland may be regarded, on the whole, as 
satisfactory. But we have felt that literary knowledge 
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Industrial Training in WorhhoUses. 

alone without industrial training will not enable a boy or 
girl of 15 on leaving tho Workhouse to obtain employment. 
A7e have acoordingly encouraged the formation of Agricul- 
Uiral Schools, ^ in connexion with the National Board of 
Education, which has, we understand, been attended with 
advantage. ^ [See Circular to Inspectors on this subject in 
tho Appendix.*] The boys are, moreover, in by far the larger 
number of Unions, taught trades, such as those of tailoring, 
shoemaking, carpentering, weaving, &c. 

23. The difficulties attendant on giving an industrial educa- 
tion to girls in Workhouses are greater. Tho girls are taught 
to vyash their linen, to make and mend their clothes, to clean 
their dormitories; but they cannot be taught domestic 
cookery, or learn tho manipulation of farm produce and 
the management of cattle or poultry. The employment of 
girls on Workhouse farms, or in cattle sheds, in those Unions 
where cows are kept, is not free from both difficulty and 
objection. From these and other unavoidable causes, the 
in-oportion of unemployed girls exceeds that of the boys; and 
we have encouraged the instruction of this class in various 
methods of embroidery and ornamental work on light 
fabrics, for which there appears to be a great demand, and 
which has enabled many young women so instructed to leave 
the Workhouses and earn their own subsistence. 

24. The extent to which industrial teaching is given to the 
young persons in the Workhouses, as well as employment 
afforded to adult inmates, is shown by lleturns which 
have been made to Orders of the House of Commons. 
The general result of these Returns will be found stated in 
Appendix.! ^ The principles on which we wish industrial 
operations in W orkhouses to be conducted have been stated 
in paragraphs 1 9 to 23 in the Fifth Annual Report. 

25. As the state of Ireland improves, as the capital in the 
hands of the employer of labour increases, and, lastly, when 
the drain caused by the continued emigration is more felt, 
we have no reason to doubt that in all the Unions where the 
Guardians have devoted care and attention to the moral 
religious, and industrial education of the children there 
wiU be a demand for children educated in Workhouses, as soon 
as they attain an age to qualify them to be useful. 

2G. We now proceed to lay before your Excellency the 
financial results which have attended the great decrease in 
the number of paupers described in the preceding para- 
graphs. ^ In the first place, we give from the Abstracts of 
the Audited Accounts (which are stated in detail for each 
Union in the AqipendixJ) the following

27. The ahoTO statement has been framed to exliibit a fair 
comparison of the ordinary Poor Law Expenditure in the 
two years, and therefore does not comprise the expenditure 
under the Medical Charities Act, which came into full ope- 
ration during the half-year ended 29th September, 1852, and 
of which we have already rendered a separate Peport to 
your Excellency. The total decrease of the expenditure in 
relief, amounting to £258,380, or nearly 25 per cent., must 
bo regarded as very considerable, arising, as it does, wholly 
on the reduction of the number of Workhouse inmates, and 
occurring immediately after a period of two years, in which 
a total decrease of 50 per cent, had already taken xhace. 

28. Notwithstanding this large decrease of expenditure, 
the amount of Poor-rate lodged in 1851-52, exceeds the 
amount lodged in 1850-51, by £70,457. This excess of 
lodgments over the expenditure in relief of the destitute 
poor, arises mainly on the sum of £162,121, collected in the 
year 1851-52 for the discharge of the Consolidated Annuities; 
£35,673, disbursed under the Medical Charities Act; and 
£44,604, towards repayment of advances made by the Trea- 
sury on the security of the Eate-in-Aid Act. There remains 
at present uncollected of the Kate-in-Aid, £1,940 ; the 
aggregate amount of the two Eates imposed in 1849 and 
1850 having been £421,990, of which £420,050 has been 
remitted to the Paymaster of Civil Services. The advances 
made by the Treasury on the security of this Act have now

been repaid into the Exchequer ; and a small residue of the 
fund, including the uncollected arrear, is available for the 
further assistance of distressed Electoral Divisions. 

29. By the Act 15 and 16 Viet., c. 68, a sum of £12,374, 
consisting of an unappropriated balance of Fines and For- 
reitures, was transferred to the credit of the Eate-in-Aicl 
Fund. By this reinforcement of the fund we were enabled 
to recommend to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Lreasury the application of £30,000, for defraying the debts 
of certain distressed Unions, the finances of which, notwith- 
standing the £300,000 loan for the same purpose in 1850, 
had again fallen into great embarrassment. This grant was 
assented to^ by their Lordships, on the condition that the 
Unions having the benefit of it should not expect further 
assistance irom the Rate-in-Aid, and should mate rates to 
the^ satisfaction of the Poor Law Commissioners, to meet 
their immediate future _ requirements. These conditions 
were finally adopted, with modifications which, in a few 
oases, were allowed by their Lordships, and the grant, to 
the extent of £29,500, was distributed to eleven Unions in 
Munster and Connaught, in the following proportions;-

30. Notvyithstanding the grant of £29,500, to assist in 
paying their debts, at 29th September last, and notwith- 
standing the vast decrease of destitution above described 
the distressed Unions have, in recommencing a system of 
self-support, been obliged to undergo a degree of taxation 
not exceeded at any period of the famine ; throughout which 
It must be remembered, that the bulk of their e.xpendituro 
was borne from external sources ; that is to sav from tfip 
funds of the British Association, Parliamentary grants and 
advances, and the Rate-in-Aid. They are now released from 
dependence on any other than their own resources with the 
;^ception of sonie of the worst circumstanced Electoral 

Divisions, which, it is hoped, we shall be able to assist for a 
short time longer, so as to prevent their being a burden on 
the better circumstanced Divisions. , We are compelled how- 
that the prospect of these distressed Unions in 

the 6st becoming immediately solf-sujiporting is dependent 

in a great degree, on the removal of the heavy burden of the 
Cousohdated Annuities, a measure which is at present under 
the consideration of Parliament.

32. The great excess of the lodgments of Poor-rates over 
the ordinary Poor Law expenditure has reference to the sum 
of £79,070, applied to defray the Consolidated Annuities, 
the sum of £44, 144 expended in the execution of the Medical 
Charities Act, and £6,463, collected under the Eate-in-Aid 
Act. Assuming that the total reduction of the ordinary Poor- 
Law expenditure on the entire year will be £85,000, as indi- 
cated by the result of the statement for the first half-year, 
and that the total cost of Dispensary relief will be £100,000 
for the same year, as estimated in our Medical Charities 
Eeport, the average pressure of the Poor-rates on Ireland, if 
the Consolidated Annuities should be removed, will be about 
£900,000 for the current year, including both the relief of 
destitution and Dispensary relief, or about la. 8<f. in the 
pound on the present valuation ; the actual pjressure in dif- 
ferent districts varying, of course, according to the degree 
of pauperism and amount of net annual value. As regards 
the future, the expenses under the Medical Charities Act will 
probably not increase, and a further considerable reduction 
of the Poor Law expenditure must be expected, if circum- 
stances continue favourable, more especially in the province 
of Munster, which at present contains more than half the 
pauperism of Ireland. But the reduction must not be ex- 
pected to go so far as it would have gone if 32 new Unions 
had not been formed ; inasmuch as a certain amount of estab- 
lishment charges must be incurred to maintain the new 
"Workhouses and the necessary staff of officers, in whatever 
degree the pauperism of the districts in which they are built 
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may hereafter be found to diminish. These neiv establish- 
ments are, however, generally situate in districts where an 
exclusive system of Workhouse relief would be only partially 
effective without them, in consequence of the vast areas 
included in the Unions originally formed. The progress 
now made in the erection of the new Union Workhouses is 
described in the Architect’s Report, contained in the 

Appendix.* , • t. 

33. Some important changes have occurred m the consti- 
tution of the Commission since the date of our last An- 
nual Report. On the 19th of July, Mr. Ball resigned the 
office of Poor Law Commissioner; and on the 7th of August 
Mr. Senior was appointed to succeed him. The^ vacancy 
created in the permanent Inspectorships by Mr. Senior’s pro- 
motion was not filled up; and on the 30th November, 1852, 
wm were enabled to recommend to the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury the total discontinuance of Tem- 
porary Inspectors. The number of these officers appointed 
on the passing of the Poor Law Extension Act in 184; was 
forty- eight, but in the course of successive years had been 
reduced to eleven ; and in proposing a further reduction of 
four, we recommended the remainder to be placed on the 
permanent staff of the Commission, which proposal we wore 
permitted by their Lordships to carry into effect, but without 
any material increase of the emoluments of each Inspector. 
We have at present, therefore, sixteen Inspectors, with dis- 
tricts comprising from 6 to 18 Unions, according to the 
localities in which their services are einployed. 

34. Under the circumstances described in the preceding 
paragraxihs, the state of the administration of relief to the 
destitute poor in Ireland may be now looked on as nearly 
identical with its normal state, as originally contemplated on 
the passing of the Act 1 & 2 Viet., c. 66. 

35. We annex in the Appendix a cojiy of an amended 
Order for the hecp)ing and auditing of Union Accounts, which 
w'as issued by us on the 8th of April, 1 853 ;f likewise copies 
of the more important Circulars issued since the date of our 
last Report, and the usual Statistical Tables.

No. IV.— General Order prescribing the Mode and Forms 
for Keeping and Auditing Union Accounts.

In pursu.ance of the Provisions of an Act pas.scd in the Second Year 
of the lleign of Her [>resent Majesty Qneen Victoiua, entitulcd 
An Act for the mo re (feci uni Relief of the DeMitute Poor in Ireland f 
and of tlio other Acts in force for the lleliof of the Destitute Poor 
in Ireland, We, the Commissioners for Ailministcring the Law.s 
for llelief of the Poor in Ireland, do herohy rescind so much of 
any Oi’i.ler or Onlors heretofore issued under Our Seal or under the 
Seal of the Poor Lav.- Cominissioners as is in any way repugnant 
to, or at variance with, the llcgulations and Forms heroin pre- 
scrihed, except as to any proceeding taken, or matter or thing 
done under such Order, or remaining to be done in continuation 
of stops already taken under it; and with reference to the keep- 
ing and auditing of the Accounts of each and every Union named 
in the List lioreuuto annexed, We do hereby Order, Direct, and 
Declare as follows : — 

I. — ACCOUNTS TO BE KEPT BY THE CLERK. 

The Clerk to the Board of Guardians shall, according to the 
Perms and Directions given in this Order, and in the Sclicdiilo licro- 
unto annexed, punctually enter up, and accurately keej), the follow- 
ing Books of Account, namely, — 
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1. The Minute Booh, in wliich sLall be entered tlio statistical 
information laid before tlie Board of Guardians relating to the 
inmates of tbe Workhouse, the collection of the Rates, and the state 
of the Finances of the Union ; Minutes of all Orders received from 
the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, and of all Letters received from the Commissioners 
or other parties relating to the business of the Union, and of all 
directions given by the Board of Guardians thereon ; Minutes of the 
production and examination of the Register, and all other Books and 
Accounts which are required to be periodically produced, examined, 
and signed ; Minutes of the Reports of the Visiting and Finance 
Committees, and of the Clerk, the Master, and other Officers of the 
Workhouse, and of all directions given by the Board tliereon ; 
Minutes of all moneys received and paid, all orders and chocks given, 
all accounts examined and allowed, and all salaries ordered to bo 
paid ; a siatement of the number of cases of provisional relief, and 
of applications for relief^ brought before the Board and considered 
and decided on by them; as well as all other business, proceedings, 
and transactions of the Board of Gua.rdians, at any of their Meetings. 

2. The Ledger, in which shall be entered and posted up weekly, 
under proper heads of account, duly arranged, the various items of 
money transactions contadned in the Minute Book. The following 
shall be heads of account ; — 

1. Treasurer. 

2. Invoice Account. 

3. Provision Account. 

4. Maintenance Account. 

5. Clothing Account. 

G. Out-door Invoice Account. 

7. Relief by way of Loan Account. 

8. Establishment Account. 

9. Valuation Account. 

10. Collector’s Remuneration Account. 

11. Emigration Account. 

12. Emigration Loan Account. 

13. Burial Account. 

14. Election, Law, and other Expenses Account. 

15. Repayment of Annuities Account. 

16. Medical Charities Expenses Account. 

17. Unp>aid Bills Account. 

18. Separate Account with each Electoral Division. 

19. Balance. 

3. The Personal Ledger, in which shall be entered and posted up 
weekly, on the debit side, all jmyments made to Officers, Contractors, 
or other persons, and on the credit side, the corresponding periods 
of service, description and value of goods delivered or work done, as 
the case may be; and the said Ledger shall be indexed alphabetically. 

4. The Order Chech Booh (Form 1), the leaves of which shall re- 
spectively contain all orders given by the Board of Guardians for 
provisions, stores, repairs, or other requisites, and counterparts or 
Minutes of such Orders; such Orders, when signed by the Chaii'maii 
presiding, and countersigned by tbe Clerk, to be detached from the 
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said Book, aud issued to the tradesmen or other persons dealt Avith 
or employed, and such counterparts or minutes to he retained in 
the same. 

5. The Chech Boohs of Admissions into and Discharges from the 
Worhliouse (Forms 2 and 3), of which the leaves of Form 2 shall 
contain all Orders of Admission into the Workhouse, and the leaves 
of Form 3 shall contain all Orders of Discharge from the Workhouse, 
given by the Board of Guardians; aud counterparts or Minutes of 
such Orders ; such Orders to bo detached from the said Books re- 
spectively, and directed to the Master of the Workhouse, and such 
counterparts or Minutes to be retained in the same. 

6. The Out-door Relief Register (Form 19), in which shall bo 
punctually entered from time to time the names and descriptions of 
the several persons relieved out of the Workhouse, and other parti- 
culars, according to the Form and instructions in the said Schedule, 
numbered 19. 

7. The Abstract of the Out-cloor Relief Lists (Form 23), in which 
shall be punctually entered up from time to time, from the Out-door 
Belief Lists of the Relieving Officers, the total cost of such relief 
administered during theprcceding week, both in money and in kind, 
cliargcable to each Electoral Division and to the Union at large, 
according to the Form and instructions in the said Schedule, 
numbered 23. 

8. And We do further Order, that the Clerk to the Board of 
Guardians shall make up and balance the Accounts of the Union at 
the end of every Half-year, ending on the 25th day of March and the 
29th day of September respectively, and shall, under the direction

IT. — ACCOUNTS TO UE KEPT BY TUE VVOIlKilOUSE MASTEK. 

The Master of the Workhouse shall, according to the Forinsaml 
directions given in tliis Order, and in the Schedule licrcunto annexed, 
punctually enter up, and accurately kccj) the Ibllowing Books of 
Account, namely : — 

1. The Workhouse Register, which shall contain a statement of tiio 
names and description of all Paupers rocei\-cd into the Union Woi'k- 
house, arranged according to the dates of their admission, with jiar- 
ticulars respecting them, according to the headiings of the several 
columns in the Fonn numbered G, that i.s to say . — 

1. The number of the PaupeFs name. 

2. The name and surname of the Pauper. 

3. The sex of the Pauper. 

4. The age of the Pauper. 

5. If the Pauper be an adult, whether such adult be single, 
married, widow, or widower ; and if the Pauper be a child, 
whether .such child be an orphan, a bastar<l, or deserttHl b^' 
parents. 

0. The particular trade or calling the Pauper has cxerci.sed. 

7. The religious denomination of tlie Paupm-. 

8. Whether the Pauper be disablc<l, partially or wholly, and 
tbe description of the disability. 

9. Name of the wife or husband of the Pauper. 

10. Number of children of the Pauper. 

11. Observations on the Pauper’s condition when admitted, and 
such other information as may be deemed useful. 
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12. The Electoral Division and Townland in which the Pauper 
was resident. 

13. The date when the Pauper was admitted, or when horn in 
the Woikhousc. 

14. Date of Pauper’s death in, or discharge from the Work- 
house. 

2. The Adutission and Discharge Booh, in which shall he kept an 
account of every Pauper admitted into and discharged from the 
Workhouse, according to the Form numhered 7. 

3. The Record of Births (Form 8), in which shall bo inserted the 
date of every birth which shall occur in the Workhouse, whether the 
Child be male or female, the names and religious denominations of 
the Parents, to what Electoral Division chargeable, whether the 
Child be legitimate or illegitimate, when, and in what name, and by 
•whom baptized. 

4. llie Record of Deaths (Form D), in which shall be inserted the 
date of every death which shall occur in the workliouse, and the 
cause thereof, together with the name and age of the deceased 
Pauper, the Electoral Division to which chargeable, and the date 
of last admission into the Workhouse. 

5. The Weehly^ Relief List (Forin 10 a), and Abstract (Form 10 h), 
in the first of which (et) are to be inserted, for each Electoral Division 
of the Union, the naim?s of the Paupers, -with the number of da3cs each 
Pauper is in tlie Workhouse in each week ; in the second (ti) are to 
be shown tlie aggregate number of days in cacb week passed in 
the Workhouse by the totul number of Paupers of each Electoral 
Division. 

G. The Rrovisiorv Chech Account (Form 11), in which shall he in- 
serted an account of the number of Paupers daily supported in the 
Workhouso, and the provisions weekly consumed by them, according 
to the quantities specified in the Diet Table ; and. the quantity of 
other necessaries used wcekl}'. 

7. The Provision Receipt and Consumption Account (Form 12), 
in which shall bo inserted an account of the articles received and 
consumed weekly, and remaining on hand at the expiration of every 
Aveek, and also tlio quantities of each required for the ensuing 'V'cek. 

8. The Clothing Materials Booh (Form 13), in which shall ho 
inserted an account of the Materials for Podding and Clothing (not 
made up) which shall be received into the Workhouse, ami also an 
account of the quantity of such Materials from time to tinio made 
up. The quantities of Materials so received ami made up shall he 
balanced weekly; and the quantities of made-n}) Bedding or Clothing 
shall he carried ‘weekly to the “Clothing lleccipt Book.” 

9. The Clothing Receipt Booh (Form 14), in which shall be inserted 
an account of the made-up Bedding or Clothing, received either 
from Tradesmen, or from tlie Clothing Materials Store, for the use 
of the Workhouse, which account shall be balanced -weckl}^. 

10. The Clothing Appropriation Booh (Form 1-5), in wdiich shall 
be inserted an account of the made up Bedding or Clothing given 
out for use, with the name of each Pauper to whom the articles have 
been supplied, and of the Electoral Division to which he is chargeable, 
which account shall he balanced weekly.

11. The Inventor}/ Booh (Form 16), iu wHicli shall be inserted 
the particulars of all Furniture, Fixtures, and Utensils of the Work- 
house, and the stock and other like property belonging to the Union, 
in the Workhouse, not included in the Proyisions and Clothing- 
Books, and eyery particular as to the use, sale, or disposal thereof. 

\2.’ The Labour Booh, in -which shall he inserted the description 
and quantity of ryork, if any, performed by each Pauper daily, -with 
such particulars as may exhibit the state and mode of employment 
in the Workhouse. , 

13. The Worhhouse Fao'in Aecount (Form 17), m ivlncli shall be 

kept an account of the Expenses incurred, and value of the Produce 
raised by cultivation of Land attached to the Workhouse; the dehit 
side of -which shall show the value of Stock on hand at the com- 
mencement of the Half-year, and the amount expended for Seed, 
Implements, or Live Stock purchased; and the credit side shall

Every Collector of Bates within the Union shall, according to 
the Forms and Directions given in this Order, and in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, punctually enter up, and accurately keep the 
the following Books of Account, namely : — 

1, The Collecting Book, in which ho shall enter, according to the 
headings of the several columns in the Form numbered 25 in the 
said Schedule, particulars relative to the occupiers, the property 
rated, and the amount, payment, or non-payment of the Poor Bates, 
for each Electoral Division or District in v.diicli he is constituted 
or appointed Collector of Bates. 

2. ‘ The Plate Beceipt Chech Booh, the leaves of which shall respec- 
tively contain duplicate Beccipts for Bates, and counterparts thereof, 
according to the Form numbered 2G in the said Schedule. Such 
Beceipts to bo detached from the said Book, and issued to the 
respective Bate-payers as and when they shall pay such Bates, and 
such counteiparts to be retained in the sa.id Book, the leaves of 
which shall, previously to its being delivered to him by the Clerk 
of the Union, be numbered with cons_ecutivo numbers beginning 
with the number “one,” so that each Beceipt and the Counterpart

and shall produce, when required for examination by the Clerk of 
the Union, a Receipt from the Treasurer of the Union, for each of

V. — ACCOUNTS TO JiB KEPT BY THE MEDICAL OFFICER OF THE 
WORKHOUSE. 

The Medical Officer of the Workhouse shall enter up and accu- 
rately keep, according to the Forms and Directions given in this 
Order, and in the Schedule hereunto annexed, the following 
Books: — 

1. The Record of Sidmess and Mortalii}] (Form 29), in which 
shall bo inserted the name of every Pauper patient under his cn.ro, 
the name of the disease, and the date of the commencement and 
termination of the disease, and such other observations as the Medical 
Officer shall think lit to make. 

2. The Weekly Medical Return Booh (Form 30), in v/hici) shall bo 
inserted the date of every attendance upon the Pauper patients in 
tlie Workhouse. 

VI. EXAMINATION AND SETTLEMENT OF ACCOUNTS. 

1. Uo bill or demand exceeding .£1, against the Union shall be 
payable out of the Poor Rates, unless and until it shall liave been 
allowable cither by the Board of Guardians, or by some committee 
or person specially autliorized by them for that purpose. 

2. Every payment exceeding £3 shall be nnide by a. check drawn 
upon the Treasurer of the Union, signed by the Chairman and Two 
Guardians present at a Meeting of the Board, and countersigned by 
the Clerk. 

3. All bills and demands shall be brought in within seven days 
at furthest after the expiration of the naif-year in winch they were 
incurred, and shall be forthwith examined and paid, and shall be 
included in tlic accounts of tlic Half-year. 

4. If among the bills and demands against tbe Union tborc should 
ho anv which, from some unavoidable circumstance, could not be 
paid wltliin the Half-year in wbicb they wore incurred, or within 
Seven days after the expiration tbereof, tbe same shall ncvoriholess, 
after being allowed as above required in Art. 1, be included in tbe 
accounts of tbe IIalf- 3 mar by entry on tbe debit side of the AceoiinLs 
to which thev respectively belong, ami shall be placed upon the 
credit side (if tbe Unpaid Bills Account, which shall show the 
Amounts <lue and the Accounts to which they have been respectively 
debited; and snob Bills shall, except when they relate to tho_ Pro- 
visions Account, Clothing Account, or Burial Account, be apportioned 
oil or charged against the Electoral Divisions according to their 
respective liabilities. 

0. The Clerk to the Board of Guardians shall [u-oenre every week, 
from the Treasurer of the Union, a statement of the sums of money 
and checks which the Treasurer shall have received and paid during 
the past week, and shall lay the same before the Board at their 
weekly Meeting; and the Chairman of the Board sliall affix his 
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sigmiture to the said book or statement of the Treasurer, when the 
accuracy tliereof shall be ascertained. 

G. Evei-y person whose bill or demand shall be paid or settled, 
by check or otherwise, shall give a written receipt on a proper 
stamp (if the amount req^uire a stamp) for the money or check re- 
ceived by him. 

7. The Board of Guardians, in the examination and passing of 
bills, shah refer to tlie counterparts in the “Order Check I5ook” of 
the Orders sanctioning the expenditure, and shall, if they think (it, 
require the party to whom the Order was issued to produce it. 

8. Each paid Officer of the Union shall be entitled to receive his 
salary quartcrl 3 ^ 

vii, — AunmNu or’ acgoUiN’i's. 

1. The x\uditor appointed for the Union shall give to the Clerk 
to the Board of Guardians, to the Collectors, to the Treasurer of the 
Union, and to the Kelieving Officers thereof, Six clear days’ notice 
in writing of the day, hour, and place, on and at which he intends 
to audit the said Accounts. 

2. In auditing the said Accounts, the Auditor shall see that they 
are presented in proper form, and that the particular items of receipt 
anil expenditure arc stated in detail, and are supported by adequate 
vouchers ami authority; and shall ascertain that all sums have been 
received which ought to have been received, and bavobecii brought 
into the account; ;md shall examine whether the cx])enditure in all 
cases is such as might be lawfully made, and is reasonable ; and shall 
strike out such payments and charges as are not legal and such as 
have not been made by competent Authority, and shall reduce such 
charges as ho shall tlecra to be exorbitant. 

3. The Auditor shall also examine the several Books of Account 
and other Books, not being Books of Account, in use in the Union,

No. 1 — Union Accounts Letter of Instructions to the 
Clerk, fonvardingNew Order for Keeping and Auditing the 
Accounts.

Ill transmitting’ tlie amended Order for the keeping and 
auditing ot Union Accounts, the Commissioners for adminis^erim" 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, desire me to draw the 
attention of the Guardians, and likewise the attention of }murself, 
as the Officer mainly responsible for the keeping of the Union 
Accounts, to tbe provi.sions of the present Order, wliich differ iii 
some respects from those of the Order previously existing, although 
much care ha.s been taken in the introduction of necessary amend- 
ments, to disturb as little as possible the existing Porms, and the 
present mode of conducting the Accounts. 

You wilt observe that the heads of account in the Union Ledger 
au; somewhat increased in number, and arranged in a somewhat 
different order; and the Commissioners request "that you will adopt 
tlie new arrangement of the headings in posting the Accounts for 
the current half-year, which has just commenced. 

_ The Personal Ledger, which is a new form of Book merely sub- 
sidiary to^the other books, has been already adopted voluntarily in 
many Unions ^on account of its great convenience and utility, as 
affording lacilities for reference, and for checking the correctness of 
the other books, and the Commissioners have therefore now given 
directions for its general adoption. 

Those provisions in the previous Order of Accounts which require 
the Clerk, from time to time, to examine and certify the correct- 
ness of the Accounts of certain subordinate officers,’ are included 
under the head of Duties of the Clerk, in the General Regulations 
Order, of the 19tli January, 1852, and arc therefore excluded from 
the present Order of Accounts. 

Two now and additional Accounts, to be kept by the Master of 
the^Workhouse, called The Workhouse Parm Account,” and the 

VPorkhousc Manufacture Account,” will require from you the same 
examination and authentication, from time to time, as the other 
Accounts of the Master of the Workliouse. 

Under the head of “ Bxammation and Settlement of Accounts^ you 
will find, in parugraphs 3 and 4, an important change introduced, 
the object of which is to secure a precise statement of the expenses 
incurred in each half-year, w-hether the demands upon the Union 
for those exjienses have been settled, or remain outstanding. 
Hitherto^ this has been the case only with regard to Provisions, 
Necessaries, and Clothing, for consumption of wliich the Electoral 
Divisions have been charged in the Accounts of the half-year, while 
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unpaid Salaries and other establishment charges were required by 
the previous Order to be excluded from the half-year s Accounts. • 
unless paid within seven days from the^end thereoi. 

By the present Order the charge for Provisions, Necessaries, 
Clothing, &c„ will be made as heretofore according to the con- 
sumption of the various articles within the half-year and all 
Salaries hnd other establishment charges incurred in the same 
period will be included in the half-years expenses, whether they 
inay or may not have been paid within seven days Iroin its 

"^^In tome’ Unions the practice has prevailed, with the sanetion of 
the Commissioners, of charging for the expenditure of Clothing by 
a charge of U- per day for each inmate during Ins or her residence 
in the Workhouse. After many years experience of this plan the 
Commissioners are now disposed to adopt, as a more exact and more 
strictly regular way of charging such expenditure the simple 
method of ascertaining, by comparison of stock at the beginning 
and close of the half-'year, (taking the additional stock obtained 
into account,) the cost of the total consumptmn of Clothing during 
the half-year, and debiting each Electoral Division with its light 
proportion thereof, according to the collective number of days 
during which the inmates for whom it is chargeable have been 
resident in the Workhouse; and they request, therefore, that in 
future you will adopt this course, instead of the usual mode ol 
estimate. Clothing still in use will be taken into account as part 

of tlie existing stock. , , • • 

The Commissioners will readily address themselves to any 
ries which the Board of auardians, or which you, as Clerk ot the

No. 2. — Pamjamextary Voters’ Act, 13 & 14 Vic., 

Cap. 69 : Circular to Clerks of Unions as to tneir duties 

under the Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
29th May, 1852. 



1. Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circulars of 29th August, 
(No 47,276/50), and 5th September, (No. 48,876/60), 18o0 m 
which they directed the attention of Clerks of Umoiis to those 
sections of the Parliamentary Voters’ Act, 13 & 14 Vic., cap. CJ, 
which imposed the duties to be first performed by tbcm imdei thm 
IcC(a copy of whioli was duly forwarded to the Clerk of each 
Union) • the Commissioners for admuiistermg the Laws for Eeiiei 
of the Poor in Ireland, now desire to draw your attention to othm 
provisions of the Act imposing duties to be performed by Cleiks ot 
[Jiiioiis in tli3 present and future years. 
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2. Under section 16 of tlie Act, in regard to Counties, tlie Clerk 
of the Peace is required to transmit to you, on or before the 1st of 
June in each year, his precept requiring your attention to the 
instructions laid down for your guidance, together with a copy or 
copies of the List of Registered Voters or of the Register of Voters, 
and Forms for Supplemental Lists of Ratepayers in the respective 
Baronies of which any part is comprised in the Union for which you 
act as Clerk ; and sections 1 9 and 20 of tho Act provide as follows : 

“§ 19. And be it enacted, That tl;e Clerk of each Poor Law Union 
Avholiv or in part witliin the limits of any County in Ireland, on or bcfoi*c 
the eight day of July in every year after One Tliousand Eight Hundred and 
Eifty-one, shall, after due inquiry, which he is hereby required to make, 
with the assistance of the respective Collector or Collectors of Poor Pates 
(which assistance such Collector or Collectors is and are hereby required to 
give), upon the Copy of tlie Pegister of each Barony or Division of a Barony 
of such County included within such Union, transmitted to him in stich year 
by the Clerk of the I’eace of such County, enter objections to the names of 
persons not entitled to he on the Pegister then next to be made in manner 
following: that is to say, such Clerk of the Union shall add, by a stamp or 
ill writing, in the margin for such purpose, the word “objected” or “dead,” 
before the name of any person whoso qualification, as stated on such Copy 
of Pegister, is as rated occupier of lands, tenements, or hereditaments of 
the annual value of twelve pounds or upwards, if such pierson shall not have 
been rated in the then last rate made nnder the Acts for the more effectual 
Pelief of the destitute Poor in Ireland as the occupier of the same lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments in such respective Barony of a net annual value 
of twelve pounds or upwards ; or if such person shall not, on or before the 
first day of July in such year, have paid all poor-rates (if any) which shall 
have become payable by him in respect of such lands, tenements, or here- 
ditaments previously to the first day of January in such year ; or if such 
Clerk of the Union shall have reasonable cause 'to believe such person not 
to be or to have ceased to be occupier as aforesaid, or not to have been such 
occux>ier during the whole period from the twentieth day ot July in the then 
last preceding year to' the then present time; or if such Clerk of tho Union 
shall have reasonable cause to believe such person not to be entitled to have 
his name on the Pegister of Voters then next to be made for such County, 
or to be dead, as the case may be and such Copies of Pegister shall be in 
the Form, and sliall contain the parciculars mentioned in the Form (Hum- 
ber 14) in the Schedule (A) to this Act annexed ; and such Copies of Pe- 
gister shall be signed by such respective Clerk of the Union, and shall be 
voriffed by him as true and correct, according to the best of his belief, by an 
oath to be made by him before some Justice of the Peace iti and for the said 
County within wliich such lands are situate, or the County in wliicii the 
Union 'Workhouse is situate, and which oath any such Justice is hereby 
authorized and required to administer, and to certify at the foot of such 
Copies of Pegister the taking of such oatli ; and such Clerk of the Union 
shall return each sucii Copy of Pegister, with all such marginal additions as 
aforesaid, to the Clerk of the Peace of sucli respcctivo County wherein such 
Barony or Division of a Barony is situate, on or before the eighth day of 
Jidy in sucli year : Provided always, that in case any Bai'ony of a County 
shall be divided so as to lie in more than one Union, the Clerk of the Peace 
of such County shall transmit as aforesaid one or more Copies of Pegister 
for sucii Barony to the (ilierk of each such Union, together with a list of tlic 
q'ownlands situate in the respective Division of such Barony situate in such 
Union, who shall deal with such Copy of Pegister, and the names of the 
persons contained therein, so far as it relates to the JAvision of such Barony 
within his Union, in all respects as in this provision is directed or required 
iu the case of a Barony not so divided. 

“ § 20 . And be it enacted. That the Clerk of each Poor Jjaw Union Avholly 
or in part within the limits of any County in Ireland shall, on or before the 
eighth day of July in every year after the year One Thousand Eight Hun- 
dred and Fifty’’-one, make out, and, together with such Copy of Pegister for 
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ouch such Bavoiiy or Division of a Barony of the Connly nnthm his Dnion, 
transmit to the Clerk of the Peace of the County as aloresaul, a Supple- 
mental List of every male person of full age not already appearing on such 
Copy of Eevister, vho shall he rated in the then last ratc_ made under the 
Acts for the more effectual Eelief of the dm=titnte Poor in /reton/ as the 
occupier of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate ivithm such 
Union, and in such respective Barony, or Division ot a Baioiij , as the oa-e 
may he, of a net annual value of twelve pounds or upwards-excluding, 
nevertheless, from sneh Supplemental List every such oeoupier who shall 
not, on or before the first day of Juhj in such ycar,^ have paid all poor-rates 
fif anyl which shall have become payable by him in respect of such lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments previously to the first day ol Jamiar;, then last ; 
and such Clerk of the Union is hereby retitm-ed, after due mciniry as afore- 
said with the assistance of the respective Cohector or Collectors of 1 oor 
Bates as aforesaid (which assistance such Collector or Collectors is and are 
hereby required to give,) to enter objections before the names of persons in 
such Suppleineiital List contained, and not entitled to be on tne Ecgister 
next to be made, in like manner, in all respects, and in tiic like cases, as in 
the immcdiatelv preceding provision directed and required with regard to 
the Copy of Register of such Barony or Division of a Barony, and Uie names 
therein contained ; and such Supplenieiital List shall be in the iorm, and 
shall contain the particulars mentioned in the Form (dumber lo) in tlie 
Scliednle CA) to this Act annexed; and such List shall be signed by sucii 
ro^ncctive Cleric of the TJnion, and shall be verihed by him as true and 
correct, according to the best of his belief, by an oath to be made by lum 
before some Justice of the Peace in and for the said C-ounty \vhic.i 

such lands are situate, or the County in which his respective Union Work- 
house is situate, and -which oath any such Justice is hereby authorized and 
required to administer, and to certify at the foot ot such List the taking ot 
such oath.” 



3. With regard to Cities, Towns, or JJoroufflis rctiiriiiug Momhers 
to Parliament, you will ohsci'yo that tlie 32iid section ^of the Act 
requires you to' make out and transmit to the Towm Clerk, on or 
hoforo the 8th of July in the present and each succeeding year, a 
List of Ratepayers under tlie rate last made at that date, in like 
manner as such list was required to be made in the lirst iiistaiico in 
18-50 ; the terms of this section, to which the attention of Clerks of 
Unions has been already called in tlie Circular of 29th August, 1850, 
arc as follows : — 



“S 3^ And be ife enacted, That tbe Clerk of every Toor Laiv Union 
comprising the whole or any part of any City, Town, or Borough in Ireland 
returning a Momher or Members to serve in Parliament, shall, . . . on or before 
the eighth day of Julf in every year after One Thonsaud Light Hundred 
and Fiftv-one make out and transmit to the Town Cienc of each such 
City Town, or Borough, a list of every male person of full age who shall 
be rated in the then last rate made under the Acts for the more etfectiial 
Belief of tlie destitute Poor in Ireland, as the occupier of any lands, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments situate within sucii City, Town, or Borough, of a 
net annual value of eight uouuds or upwards ; and of every such person as 
hist aforesaid wiio shall be rated in the tlien last rate made under the said 
Acts joiutlv with any otiiev person or persons as the occupier of any such 
lands tenements, or hereditanicnts, situated as aforesaid, of a net annual 
value’ of such an amount as when divided by the number of occupiers would 
give to each such occupier a net annual value of eight pounds or upwards— 
excludinr>-, nevertheless, from such list every such occupier, and every such 
ioint occupier, who, ... in each year after One Thousand Eight Hundred and 
Fifty-one shall not, on or before the first day of July in such year, have paid 
all poor-rates (if any) which shall have become payable by liim m respect 
of sucb premises previously, . . .in any year after One Thousand Eight Hundred 
and Fiftv-one, to the lirst day of January then last ; and such lists shall be 
in the form and shall contain the particulars mentioned in Form (No. (>) m 
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the Schedule (B) to this Act annexed; and such lists shall he signed by 
such respective Clerk of the Union, and shall be verified by him as true and 
correct, according to the best of his belief, by an oath or declaration to be 
taken or made by him before some Justice of the Peace acting in and for the 
said City, Town, or Borough, or the County in which the Union Workhouse 
is situate, and which oath or declaration any such Justice is hereby autlio- 
rized and rc(xuircd to take.” 

4. You will observe tliat umler section 25/any person whose 
name shall be on the List of Voters for Counties, is empowered to 
inspect the Kate Books within tlie periods specified in the section, 
and to take extracts therefrom, without pvaymont of any fee ; and 
in section 3-5, like provision is made in regard to any person named 
on the Lists of Voters for Cities, Towns, or Borouglis, or persons 
who shall have claimed to have their names inserted in such lists ; 
and you will afford all necessary facilities for such inspection, on 
application made for the purpose by any such person. 

5. Your attention is further requested to the provisions under 
which Clerks of Unions, or deputies appointed by them for the 
purpose, are required to attend the Bevision Courts, with the Bate 
Books, or compared copies thereof, and other documeiits, and to give 
evidence (sections 4G, 48, 49) ; and Collectors of poor-rates may bo 
required by the Assistant Barrister to attend and give evidence 
(sec. 50). The Clerks and Collectors may be fined for non-attend- 
ance when summoned by the Assistant Barrister (sec C6) ; and. 
Clerks of Unions, and other Officers, are liable to penalties for 
neglect of duties in other respects (sec. G7) ; and arc also liable to 
an action, by any party aggrieved, for breach of duty, whereby a 
penalty of £100 (sec. 103) may in such case be incurred. 

6. The Commissioners forward to you herewith copies of a cir- 
cular, dated this day, addressed to Collectors of poor-rates, of which 
you will transmit a copy to each of the Collectors at present 
appointed in the Union of which you are Clerk, and to each Col- 
lector who may be hereafter appointed therein ; if the enclosed 
copies are not sufficient ibr this purpose, you arc requested to apply 
to this office for any additional number which may be required.

No. 3. — Parliamentary Voters’ Act, 13 & 14 Vic., Cap. 
69 : — Circular to Collectors of Poor Bates, as to their 
Duties under the Act. 

Poor Law Commission Oflicc, Dublin, 
29th May, 1852. 

Sir, 

1. The Commissioners for administering the Laws fur Belief 
of the Poor in Ireland, desire to direct your attention to those Pro- 
visions of the Parliamentary Voters’ Act, 13 & 14 Viet., cap. 69, 
(a copy of which has been forwarded to the Clerk of the Union in 
which you act as a Collector of Poor Bates,) which impose duties 

F 
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upon the Colleetors of Rates in tlio present and future years, and 
"wliicli will rG(]^u.iro your cEireful observance. 

2. With respect 'to the Kegistration, the Commissioners 

desire to call your attention to the 19th & 20th Sections of the Act, 
which are as follow: — 

“8 19. And be it enacted, That tlie Clerk of each Poor Law Union 
wholly or in part within the limits of any County in Ireland, on or before 
the eighth day of July in every year after one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one, shall, after due inquiry, which he is hereby required to make, 
with the assistance of the respective Collector or Collectors of Poor Hates 
(which assistance such Collector or Collectors is and are hereby required to 
give), upon the Copy of the Register of each Barony or Division of a 
Barray of such County included within such Union, transmitted to him in 
such year by the Clerk of the Peace of such County, enter objections to the 
names of persons not entitled to be on the Register then next to be made in 
manner following: that is to say, such Clerk of the Union shall add, by a 
stamp or in writing, in the margin for such purpose, the word “ objected’ 
or “ dead” before the name of any iierson whose qualification, as stated on 
such Copy of Register, is as rated occupier of lands, tenements, or heredita- 
ments of the annual value of tivelve pounds or upAvards, if such person 
shall not have been rated in the then last Rate made under the Acts for the 
more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland, as the occupier of the 
same lands, tenements, or hereditaments in such respective Barony, of a net 
annual value of twelve pounds or ux>wards — or if such person shall not, on 
or before the first day of July in such year, have paid all Poor Rates (if any) 
which shall have become payable by him in respect of such lands, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments previously to the first day of January in such year— 
or if such Clerk of the Union shall have reasonable cause to believe such 
person not to be or to have ceased to be occupier as aforesaid,, or not to- have 
been such occupier during the whole period from the tAventieth day of July 
in the then last preceding year to the then present time— or if such Clerk of tlie 
Union sliall have reasonable cause to believe such person not to be entitled 
to have his name on the Register of Voters then next to be made for such 
County, or to be dead, as the case may be : and such Copies of Register 
shall be in the form and shall contain the particulars mentioned in the P orm 
(Number 14) in the Schedule (A) to this Apt annexed; and such Copies of 
Register shall be signed by such respective Clerk of the Union, and shad be 
verified by liim as true and correct, according to the best of his belief, by an 
oath to be made by him before some Justice of the Peace in and tor the said 
CountyAvithinAvhich such Lands are situate, or the County iuAvhich the Union 
Workhouse is situate, and which oath any such Justice is hereby authorized^ 
and required to administer, and to certify at the foot of such Copies of 
Register the taking of such oath ; mid such Clerk of the Union shall return 
each such Copy of Registerj with all such marginal additions as aforesaid, 
to the Clerk of the Peace of such respective County a-, 'herein such Barony 
or Division of a Barony is situate, on or before the eighth day of July in 
• such year; Provided always,,. that in case any Barony of a County shall ho 
divided so as to lie in more than one Union, the Clerk of the Peace of such 
County shall transmit, as aforesaid, one or more Copies of Register for such 
Barony to the Clerk of each such Union, together Avitli a list of the Toavu- 
lauds situate in the respective Division of such Barony situate in such 
Union, avIio shall deal Avith such Copy of Register, and the names of tlie 
persons contained therein, so far as it relates to the Division of such Barony 
Avithin his Union, in all respects as in this Provision is directed or required 
in the case of a Barony not so divided. 

“ § 20. And be it enacted. That the Clerk of each Poor LaAv Union 
AvdioUy or in part within the limits of any County in Treland, shall, on or 
before the eighth day of July in every year after the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, make out, and, together Avith sucli copy of 
Register for each such Barony or Division of a Barony of the County within 
his Union, transmit to the Clerk of the Peace of the County as aforesaid, a 
Supplemental List of every Male Person of full age riot already appearing on 
such Copy of Register, who shall be rated in the then last Rate inade luider 
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the Acts for the more effectual Relief of tlie Destitute Poor in Ireland as, the 
occupier of any lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate within such- 
Union, and in such respective Barony or Division of a Barony, as the case 

may be, of a net annual value of twelve pounds or upwards excluding, 

nevertheless, from such Supplemental List every such occupier who shall 
not, on or before the first day of July in such year, have paid all Poor Rates 
(if any) Avhich shall have become payable by him in respect of such lands, 
tenements, or hereditaments previously to the first of then last ; and 

such Clei’k of the Union is hereby required, after due inquiry as aforesaid, 
with the assistance of the respective Collector or Collectors of Poor Rates as 
aforesaid, (which assistance such Collector or Collectors is and are hereby 
required to give,) to enter objections before the names of persons in such 
Supifiemental List contained, and not entitled to be on the Register next to 
be made, in like manner in all respects and in the like cases as in the 
immediately preceding j)rovision directed and required with regard to the 
Copy of Register of such Barony or Division of a Barony and the Raines 
therein contained: and such Supplemental List shall be in the form and 
shall contain the particulars mentioned in the Porm (Number 15) in the 
Schedule (A) to this Act annexed; and such List shall be signed by 
such respective Clerk of the Union, and shall be verified by him as ti'uo 
and correct, according to the best of his belief, by an oath to be made by 
him before some Justice of the Peace in and for the said County within 
which such Lands arc situate, or tho County in which his respective Union 
Workhouse is situate, and which oath any such Justice is hereby authorized 
and required to administei’, and to certify at the foot of such List the taking 
of such oath.” 

3. You will not fail to reucler to the Clerk the assistance which 
you are required by the above sections to afford him in the inqui- 
ries which it will be his duty to make under the above quoted 
provisions of the Act. 

4. Y/ith respect to Cities, Towns, or JBoroiujlis, returning a 
Member or Members to ' Parliament, it will be your duty, under 
§ 31, to furnish to the Town Clerk of any such City, Town, or 
Borough in the Union, when required by him to do so, a list of 
persons who shall not have paid their rates as required by the Act. 
Tho section is to the following effect: — 

r “ § 3 1 . And be it enacted, That the Town Clerk of every such City, 
down, or Borough, for his assistance in niaking out tlie List of Voters, as 
hereinafter mentioned, (upon request made by him at any time between 
the hours of ten of the clock in the forenoon, and four of the clock in the 
aiternoon of any day, except S(inday, betw'een the sixteenth day of June and 
the twentieth day of July in every year after one thousand eight hnndi’ed 
and fifty-one, to any Collector of Poor Rates, or to any other Officer having 
the custody of any such Rate or Rate-book), shall have free liberty to inspect 
tlie same, and to extract such particulars as may appear to such ToAvh Clerk 
to be necessary ; and every Collector of Poor Ratos of premises within such 
City. Town, or Borough, or Officer having the custody of the Rate-books 
wlating to the same, shall (if required, by the Town Clerk) within four 
days after the first day of July in every year after one thousand eight 
Jiundred and fifty-one, make out and deliver to the said Town Clerk a li,st 
containing the name and place of abode of every person -who shall not have 
paid, on or before the said fii-st day .of July in each year after one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, all such Rates within the Collection of. sueli 
Collector as aforesaid which shall have become payable by him (if any) ip 
•respect of the occupation of any lauds, tenements, .or hereditaments in such 
ny, Town, or Borough, describing such premises previously, in any 
^icceeding year, to the fipt day of January in such j'^ear; and tho Town 
oierk sliall keep the. said list, to be perused by any person, without payment 
01 aiiy tee, at any time between the hours of ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
and tour qU the clp.ck in the afternoon of any day, except Sunday, during 
e first fourteen days after the List of Voters shall have been published, as 
ficremafter mentioned.” >

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5. Your special attention is requested to tlie provisions of Section 
109 of the Act, whicli requires the attendance of yourself, or a 
deputy duly appointed by you in writing, at a place in each Barony 
in your district, (and in like snanncr in any City, Tow'ii, or Borough, 
returning a Member or Members to Barliainent, in your district,) 
on the four days comprising tlie three last days of J uue and the 1st 
July (exclusive of Sunday) in the present and subsequent years, lor 
the receipt of rates : and you are required to give notice, which 
notice should be published in the usual places for posting notices in 
your district, of the time and place of such attendance in each 
Barony for this purpose. You are also required to make a return 
to the Clerk of the Union of the names and descriptions of the 
persons who shall have paid their rates, within two days after the 
dates referred to. The section of the Act provides as follows, and 
you will observe that you are liable to a penalty of Ton Pounds for 
any failure to comply with the requirements of that section, or to 
render assistance to the Clerk of the Union, under the provisions of 
the 19th & 20th sections ; — 

“ § 109. And he it enacted, That the respective Collector of I’oor Hates 
shall attend iu person, or hy a suffleieut Deputy, duly appointed by him by 
writing, under his hand, at some place in each Barony (of which he shall 
give public notice) within the Diiioii or part of the Union whereof he is 
Collector, in each year after one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one, 
during the first day otJiihj (not being Snndatj) and during the three next 
preceding days, exclusive of Sunday, or if the first day of July be Sunday, 
then during the four next preceding days in each such year, for the purpose 
of viviiw receipts for Poor Rate to any persons rcciiiirmg the same, and 
paying the amount of Poor Rate then payable hy them ; and the respcotiyc 
Collector of Poor Rate, or a sufficient Deputy for him as aforesaid, shall in 
like manner attend at a place (of which he shall give pubhe notice), in 
every such City, Town, or Borough as aforesaid within the Union or part of 
the Union of which ho is Collector (as regards each year attcr one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one), during the first day ot 
Juli/ (not being Sundaij), and daring the three next preceding days, 
exclusive of Sunday, or if the first day of July he Sunday, then during the 
four next preceding days iu each year for the like xiurposc : and it any sucii 
Collector of Poor Kates shall not return to the Clerk of the respective Union 
the names and descriptions of the persons who shall have paid tlieir 1 oor 
Kates, and a statement of the sums respectively paid hy them, wiUim the 
space of two days after the first day of July in any year after one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, or if any such Collector shall neglect or reiusc 
to give his assistance to tlie Clerk of the respective Union, as by this Act 
reemired, in or for the making out the Keturn or List of Rated Occupiers, or 
the Copy of the Register iu any year, for the pur^ioses of this Act, or shall 
wilfully, and without reasonable cause give any false information whicli may 
lead to the omission of, or the entering of an objection to, the name of any 
person entitled to be inserted iu such list, or to the insertion of the name of 
any person not entitled to he inserted therein, such Collector shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds, to be recovered summarily before 
any Justice of the Peace, and levied by distress. 

6. You will also have to attend the Eevisioii Court, and give 
evidence when required by the Assistant Barrister, under section 
50; and under section 66 you are liable to a penalty for non- 
attendance when summoned to attend such court.

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No. 4. — Administration of PtELiEF : — Instructional Letter 
to Poor Law Inspectors on matters relating thereto. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
23rcl November, 1852. 

Sm, 

In reference to tlie District of Unions recently i^laced un der your 
superintendence, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Lelief of the Poor in Ireland desire me to call your attention to the 
Circular Letter addressed to Inspectors on the 12tli October, 1850, 
setting forth the views of the C^'immissioners on certain matters con- 
nected with the administration of relief in Workhouses in Ireland. 

The views therein set forth are still applicable to the administra- 
tion of relief in Workhouses in Ireland; and the Commissioners 
have therefore, again to call your attention to those views, and for- 
ward herewith a further copy of the Instructions referred to. 

Since the date of that document, the numbers of all classes of 
applicants for relief have greatly diminished ; the proportion 
which one important class bears to the remainder : — viz., that of 
children under 15 years of age, is very considerable. 

Some of these are the children of inmates of the Workhouse, 
and may be expected in some cases to leave the Workhouse with 
their parents, or surviving parent, when a prospect of self-mainte- 
nance out of the Workhouse presents itself to the parents. A large 
part, however, of the whole number of children under 15, consists 
of orphans and deserted children, and as many of them are likely 
to remain inmates of the Workhouse until able to maintain them- 
selves by their own exertions, it is of the greatest importance that 
every thing should be done in reference to this class, by way of 
education and industrial training, both to prepare them as speedily 
as possible for the task of self-maintenance out of the Workhouse, 
and to make them, as far as practicable, useful and independent 
members of society. 

The Commissioners are aware that deserted children are frequently 
sent for by their parents who have previously emigrated to another 
country, and that orphans are sometimes, though more rarely, taken 
from the Workhouse by relations able to support them. 

The Commissioners think that facility should be given by the 
Guardians for the removal of such children from the Workhouse to 
the care of their natural protectors ; but on the other hand it becomes 
imperatively necessary that the Rate-payers sliould be protected 
from a system of desertion of their children by parents, and that 
the laws which exist to restrain that offence, should be stringently 
enforced on every practicable occasion. 

You will have the goodness to urge these views on the Guardians 
of the Unions under your superintendence on every fitting op- 
portunity. 

The Commissioners wish to receive Reports from you periodically, 
regarding every Union in your district, relating more particularly 
to the finances, the collection of the Rates, and condition of the 
Workhouse and its inmates. 

These reports will be independent of any special report you may 
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find occasion to make from time to iimOj on tlie same or any other 
subjects j and the Commissioners will expect to receive each such 
periodical report in about three months from the date of the pre- 
ceding report; and such reports should comprise statistical infor- 
mation on the various points above alluded to, for which purpose 
Forms will be supplied. 

Your reports, however, are not to be limited to such statistics, 
but should contain such explanations and observations as may occur 
to you in reference to each subject. 

The Commissioners wish that these reports should be forwarded 
for each Union in your district in succession, so that they may be 
received, as nearly as possible, at equal intervals throughout the 
quarter, one report being received for each Union during each 
period of three months.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
12th October, 1850. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor ill Ireland having renewed your appointment as Temporary 
Inspector, and having assigned to you a small District of Unions 
for superintendence in that capacity, are desirous of addressing you 
on certain points of duty, with which you are already conversant, 
but which appear to the Commissioners to be of peculiar prominence 
and importance at the present time. 

The Belief of the Poor being now administered chiefly in the 
"Workhouses, by far the most important of your duties hereafter 
will relate to the inspection and management of those establish- 
ments. 

The Commissioners trust it will not be found necessary to increase 
the present extent of Workhouse accommodation in any Union, with 
the exception, perhaps, of some Unions which have been recently 
formed, and in which permanent Workhouses are building or about 
to be built. One object to be aimed at in all changes of this nature 
is to reduce, as far as it may be practicable and safe to do so, the 
number of the auxiliary establishments ; for, in direct proiiortion to 
the number of separate buildings in occupation, will be found the 
increase in the cost of management, and in the difiiculty of main- 
taining order and keeping proper checks upon the expenditure. 

. At the same time, the Commissioners by no means recommend 
that the Gruardians should absolutely give up any part of t]ie Work- 
Louse accommodation now in their possession. Whenever the 
number of inmates may admit of a reduction in the number of build- 
ings, it will be right to close such of them as can be spared, retain- 
ing for the present the power of re-opening them at a future period, 
if it should be found necessary to do so. The expense of renting 
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sucli spare buildings, and of keeping them in a proper state for occu- 
pation, will be more than compensated by the increased security 
from over-crowding, in tlie event of a large and sudden increase 
taking place in the number of applications for relief. 

The Commissioners think that advantage should be taken of the 
present season, when the number of inmates is at the minimum, to 
thoroughly cleanse and liniewash every part of the Workhouse re- 
quiring it, and to do all that may still be necessary for the perfect 
ventilation of the buildings. Whatever other measures in the 
nature of sanitary precaution may be recommended at any time by 
the Medical Officer, should be urged on the attention of the Guar- 
dians until they are carried out, unless sufficient reasons can be 
shown to exist for not adopting them. 

The next object for attention is the provision of the necessary 
stocks of bedding and clothing, and nothing can be of greater im- 
portance in a sanitary point of view than the exercise of early pre- 
caution ill this respect. If the Guardians permit themselves to be 
surprised by a large accession of numbers, without an adequate 
supply of clothing at their disposal, the newly-admitted inmates, or 
a portion of them, will have to wear for a time the clothing in which 
they were admitted, to the detriment of their own health, and at 
the risk of introducing disease into the house. Another reason for 
early attention to this point is, that the purchase of materials in due 
time, may enable the manufacture of the necessary supplies to be 
accomplished by the manual labour of the inmates themselves, at a 
considerable saving of expense to the Rate-payers. 

Many of the contracts for supply of food are renewable at this 
period of the year. In reference to these and the contracts for other 
Workhouse supplies, the Commissioners request that you will use 
the utmost vigilance in detecting and exposing any infringement of 
the provisions of the 93rd section of the Irish Poor Relief Act, by 
any of the Guardians or any Officer of the Union supplying goods, 
either directly or indirectly, for their own profit. There is much 
unwillingness on the part of individuals, even when complaining of 
such abuses, to prosecute for the penalties imposed by the above 
section ; and the Commissioners are desirous of receiving the details 
of every case of this character which may occur, not merely for the 
purpose of local interference for the prevention of such abuses, but 
that they may take advantage of any fitting case to make a public 
example of offenders by prosecuting for the penalties. 

In the supervision of the Workhousesand Auxiliary Workhouses, 
your attention will be constantly directed to the state of order and 
cleanliness in the yards, offices, and other premises appurtenant to 
the Workhouse ; the effectual cleansing of the sewers at proper and 
convenient seasons \ the cleanliness and constant ventilation of the 
dormitories, day-rooms, work-rooms, and other portions of the 
building occupied by the inmates; the means taken for the proper 
reception and safe custody of all stores of provisions, bedding, cloth- 
ing, and other necessaries ; the dress, discipline, classification, and 
industrial employment of the healthy inmates ; the proper and suffi- 
cient medical and other attendance on sick, aged, or otherwise help- 
less. persons, especially the infants and children of tender years ; the

due observance of the dietary, and the proper distribution of food to 
all classes; tlie education and industrial training of tlie boys and 
girls; and, finally, the conduct of the several Officers in the discharge 
of their respective duties. 

The chief components in the dietaries now in use are cereal food, 
with other vegetable produce, and milk. These elements being few 
and simple, and each used in considerable quantity, it is manifest 
that any defect in their quality must materially detract from the 
Sufficiency of the dietary in respect of nutriment. You will there- 
fore apply the most scrupulous attention to the quality of all articles 
of food supplied by the contractors, especially in reference to the 
provisions of section 92 of the Irish Poor Belief Act, which authorize 
the Commissioners to direct the Guardians of any Union to take or 
institue any proceedings, civil or criminal, against any contractor 
who shall have violated the terms of any such contract, or who 
shall have been guilty of any fraud in relation thereto.” In any 
case involving fraud, such as adulteration of the article supplied, 
or defect in weight, the Commissioners hope to receive from you the 
fullest possible detail of the facts, as they are prepared, in the event 
of the Guardians declining to take criminal proceedings, themselves 
to prosecute the parties offending. 

The local executive powers provided for the administration of the 
Poor Law are vested in the Board of Guardians of each Union; and 
on the proper exercise of those powers the permanent well-working 
of the law will, for the most part, depend. You will, therefore, 
endeavour on all suitable occasions to procure an efficient supervi- 
sion of the Workliouses, and of the conduct of the Paid Officers in 
charge of them, by the Board of Guardians themselves; and while 
affording every assistance you can to promote the salutary exercise 
of those powers, it is desirable that the Guardians should neverthe- 
less feel the entire weight of that responsibility which really attaches 
to their proceedings, and how much the welfare of the poor, as well 
as the interests of the Rate-payers, are dependent on their exertions. 

The duties assigned to the Visiting Committee by the 59th Article 
of the Workhouse Regulations, embrace all the matters above enu- 
merated, and are so defined that their punctual and efficient discharge 
must insure even the largest establishment against the continuance 
of any serious abuse ; while on the other hand those duties cannot 
be neglected without betraying the Board of Guardians into a dan- 
gerous dependence on the fidelity and vigilance of their Paid Officers, 
or on the services of the Inspectors, whose supervision cannot be 
effectual without the co-operation of those in whom arc vested the 
legal powers of local management and control. 

The Commissioners desire to add, in conclusion, a few words on 
the relation in which you stand towards themselves as an Inspector 
under the Poor Law Acts. The powers vested in you by the 19th 
and 20th sections of the lOtli and 11th Vic., c. 90, are intended to 
secure a proper administration of the Poor Laws by the local autho- 
rities, by enabling you to supply the Commissioners with all requi- 
site information for their interference Avhen necessary, and for the 
exercise on every fitting occasion of the powers confided to them. 

It is not only when under special instructions of the Commis- 
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siouers to make inc^uiry, that you are responsible for the active 
exercise of those powers^ for the purpose of detecting abuse, and of 
reporting to the Commissioners the misconduct of any parties impli- 
cated therein. The prompt and voluntary exercise of those powers 
will often be more availing for the detection of abuse, than where a 
formal complaint made by some person to the Commissioners has 
led them to instruct you to institute an inquiry. They wish you 
also to understand, that when conducting an inquiry under their 
directions, you are not bound to confine yourself to the subject- 
matter of the inquiry so directed; but if new matter of complaint 
should arise, you are fully at liberty to pursue inquiry into it, at 
such times and in such manner as you shall find convenient, with- 
out waiting for special instruction to do so. 

Independently of such special reports as you may have occasion 
to make to the Commissioners from time to time, they are desirous 
of receiving from you a report once in each month as to the state of 
every building used as a Workhouse or Auxiliary Workhouse in 
your district, and on the general condition of the inmates maintained 
therein.

No. 5. — Mode of conducting Inquiries into Charges 
PREFERRED AGAINST Union OFFICERS I — Instructional Let- 
ter to Inspectors thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
7th January, 1853. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland, have had their attention called from time to time 
to difficulties felt by Inspectors in the conduct of inquiries, more 
especially of inquiries Instituted into the truth of charges preferred 
against the Paid Officers of Unions. 

The Commissioners are desirous of leaving a largo discretion with 
their Inspectors as to the mode of conducting such inquiries, but 
there are some points on which, having already been called on to 
express their opinion to individual Inspectors, they think it right 
to make the same views known to the Inspectors generally. 

The 19th section of the Statute 10 k 11 Yict. c. 90, defines the 
limits to which an Inspector’s power of inquiring upon oath, or by 
way of declaration instead of oath, extends, authorizing as it does 
the exercise of those powers only in relation to some “ matter con- 
nected with the execution of the laws in force for the relief of the 
poor in Ireland,” and these powers of inquiry, it may be well to 
observe, are given exclusively to Poor Law Inspectors, and cannot 
be exercised by Justices of the Peace, or Guardians of Unions. 
Under these words a question has sometimes arisen, how far the 
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private conduct of officers, or candidates for office, may be made the 
subject of inquiry by an Inspector, in order to show whether they 
are fit to continue in office, or to be appointed to ofiice, as the case 
may be. On such occasions it has been considered that acts of mis- 
conduct evidencing unfitness for office, can always be made the sub- 
ject of inquiry, when they are supposed to have occurred in any 
relation whatever to the discharge of the official duties of the person 
complained of. 

Thus an alleged act of drunkenness on the part of the Master of a 
Workhouse, although not occurring in the Workhouse, or on the part 
of a Relieving Officer, although not on duty at the time, would be 
thought a proper subject for investigation, because in both these 
cases the officer becomes physically unfit to discharge important 
duty which may devolve on him at any moment. It is not however 
possible to say, as a general rule, that alleged acts of impropriety, 
immorality, or violence, in the private dealings and intercourse of an 
officer or candidate for office can be officially inquired into by a 
Poor Law Inspector, if such acts are supposed to have no relation 
to the discharge of public duty. At the same time the result of any 
inquiry which may have been made in Courts of Justice or by other 
competent authority into acts of private misconduct may properly 
influence opinion as to the fitness of an officer or candidate for office, 
and such result should therefore, whenever a question arises thereon, 
be duly ascertained and reported. 

Every act evidencing unfitness for office, which is in any way con- 
nected with the discharge of official duty under the Poor Law Acts 
is beyond doubt a proper subject for inquiry by a Poor Law Inspec- 
tor’. And here it is important to observe, that the probability of 
inquiry being made into the same acts by other authorized parties 
will not justify an Inspector in failing to exercise his power of 
inquiry into those acts, so far as circumstances will permit him to 
do so. 

It has sometimes been supposed that where a Paid Officer has 
been charged with an act of official misconduct, amounting to mis- 
demeanour or felony, that an Inspector ought to forbear inquiry, 
lest his proceedings may prejudice the officer on his trial before a 

The Commissioners are not prepared, however, when a question 
has arisen, whether a Paid Officer is to continue in his office, or be 
removed from it, to permit the powers of inquiry given to them and 
to their Inspectors to remain in abeyance, and to leave this issue to 
the decision of some other tribunal. The responsibility of deciding 
the question of the officer’s continuance in office has been expressly 
confided to the Commissioners, together with ample power to dis- 
charge themselves of it effectually, and the Commissioners are not 
disposed to decline that responsibility in any case. So long there- 
fore as an officer accused of official misconduct of a criminal charac- 
ter is at large, the Commissioners expect their Inspectors to lose no 
opportunity of ascertaining the truth of the charge, and of exercising 
his powers of inquiry for that purpose to their fullest extent. 

When the officer is actually in the hands of Justice, and tlius 
Unable ta come forward to defend himself from the charge, or to 
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explain liis conduct, it may soiuetimes become necessary for tlie 
Commissioners to postpone the inquiry, and to suspend him from his 
office until he is again at liberty; and the direction of the Commis- 
sioners will of course be always applied for, if needed, by the Inspec- 
tor under special circumstances of this nature. 

The time and place for holding an inquiry, and the notice thereof 
to parties concerned ; the summoning of witnesses ; the permission 
to employ advocates or legal advisers ; the admission or exclusion 
of the public press ; the admission or exclusion of other parties; the 
mode of examining the witnesses ; these are all matters on which 
the Inspector will exercise the fullest latitude of discretion, accord- 
ing to the occasion, and according to the circumstances attending 
the inquiry. As a general rule, the party complaining, (if any one 
stands in that position,) the party accused, such members of the 
Board of Guardians of the Union to which the transaction relates, 
as may wish to attend, will be present, and likewise any other per- 
son whom the Inspector may think proper to admit. The Inspector 
on all such occasions wiU bear in mind that his main duty is to pro- 
cure information on which the Commissioners may safely act in the 
execution of their powers, and he will therefore not permit any im- 
pediments to interfere with the making of a full and complete 
inquiry, nor sacrifice that object to any desire of satisfying the public 
mind or gratifying private curiosity. He will also remember that 
he has none of those powers by which Courts of Justice are enabled 
to control the behaviour of bystanders, and which are often found 
necessary to the orderly conduct of proceedings to which the public 
are admitted without reserve. 

In the examination of witnesses the Inspector will not allow him- 
self to be restricted by any formal rules, or feel bound to adopt any 
particular course or line of procedure, except such as may appear to 
him best calculated to elicit information, and which may be at the 
same time in accordance with the principles of natural justice, and 
the dictates of common sense ; the main ride of conduct in this regard 
being to shut out no informedion which may assist the Commissioners 
in am'iving at a right conclusion oh the circumstances of the case. 

There are two points, however, on which the Commissioners desire 
to introduce uniformity of practice. These are, in the first place, 
to take down as correctly as possible the exact words of each witness 
in the first person ; and secondly, to read over his deposition to each 
witness before he is permitted to sign it. 

In cases of doubt, difficulty, or importance, the Inspector will 
carefully abstain from announcing, in the course^ of an inquiry into 
facts, his opinion whether they are, or are not, established by the 
evidence. Even in his confidential report to the Commissioners 
he should be very guarded in expressing a decisive opinion as to the 
result of the inquiry, giving nevertheless in his report a careful 
summary of the evidence, making such comments as occur to him 
on the demeanour and credibility of the several witnesses, and sup- 
plying the Commissioners, as far as possible, with all the materials 
for the formation of a right judgment, which his personal conduct 
of the inquiry may enable him to furnish. 

The reasons fpr maintaining such a reserve are sufficiently obvious.. 
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If, as not rarely happens, the Commissioners take a different view 
of the effect of the evidence from that taken by the Inspector who 
conducted the inquiry, a manifest inconvenience arises from the 
public record of the Inspector’s opinion. Again, if the Commissioners, 
on the commuL’ication of further facts, or from the imperfect state 
of the inquiry, so far as it lias proceeded, or from any other cause, 
see fit to direct further inquiry into the case, it cannot but be felt 
that an Inspector wlio has already committed himself to a foregone 
conclusion on the subject, has, to a certain extent, incapacitated 
himself for the conduct of such further inquiry. 

Similar reasons exist for an Inspector’s abstaining, in a report on 
any matter of peculiar importance, from expressing a strong and 
decisive opinion as to the course Avhich he may think the Com- 
missioners ought to pursue. In possessing the Commissioners, as 
far as lies in his power, with the materials on which their judgment 
is to be formed, an Inspector will be considered to have discharged 
his duty; and when recommending for adoption any particular course 
of action, he will always bear in mind that general views and 
material considerations may occur to the Commissioners which are 
not known to him, and by which the Commissioners may find it 
necessary to be guided in their decision on the particular case under 
question. 

The above remarks will be considered as pointing out a line of 
official practice which it may be generally expedient to follow, but 
which may not be applicable in exceptional cases; for example, when 
the fitness of a Paid Officer or candidate is in question, not in re- 
ference to any particular facts or transactions, but in reference to his 
general qualifications, it is right that the Inspector should express 
unreservedly his opinion to the Commissioners as derived from his 
own personal observation of the general conduct of the officer, or the 
merits of the candidate, as the case may be. — Although it is always 
felt to be difficult to remove an officer without clear proof of some 
overt act of incompetence or contumacy, there are occasions on which 
the Commissioners would promptly act on the Inspector’s mere 
opinion of the habitual conduct and general unfitness of a Paid 
Officer; and also where individual acts are in question, the Inspector’s 
opinion of the general character and fitness of the officer is of the 
utmost value. 

It is extremely desirable, however, that an Inspector should not, 
under any circumstances, undertake to negotiate, on his own authority, 
the resignation of any Union Officer, and especially that he should 
not endeavour to procure a resignation from any officer by threaten- 
ing to exercise his powers of inquiry, and to found thereon a report 
to the Commissioners. The Inspector’s assumption in this manner 
of an authority which resides in the Commissioners, is at all times 
liable to be followed by inconvenience; and as in nearly all the 
instances of this nature which have occurred, it has been found 
necessary to institute subsequent inquiries in relation to the case, it 
is needless to point out with what disadvantages an Inspector who 
has already committed himself to a condemnation of the officer’s 
conduct, must enter on a subsequent inquiry into the sufficiency of 
the grounds which may have existed for his opinion. Besides this, 
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it is clearly due to every public officer wbo may be removed from 
office, or who may be called on to resign it, that the grounds on 
whicli that step is taken, sbould be openly ascertained and recorded, 
in order that tbe means may exist for testing the justice and reason- 
ableness of sucli a proceeding on the part of the superior authority: 
while on the other hand the existence of a clear record of those 
grounds is a most effective and valuable protection to tho public 
service, in the event of public officers, wlio have been removed or 
compelled to resign, again offering themselves for public employ- 
ment. 

The Commissioners wish their Inspectors to understand, that in 
enunciating these general principles for the conduct of inquiries 
under the Poor Law Acts, the Commissioners arc not attempting to 
give directions applicable to every variety of combination of circum- 
stances which may occur in practice; and they trust that in any 
case in which an Inspector may think that those principles cannot 
be applied without inconvcuicnce, he will freely declare his opinion 
to that effect, and seek from the Commissioners further directions 
for his guidance under the circumstances of that particular case.

No. 6. — Agricultural Training or Workhouse Boys: — 
Circular to Inspectors thereon.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
20th January, 1853. 



I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to forward for your information a 
copy of the last Report of the Commissioners of National Education, 
by which you will observe that the Commissioners of Education are 
desirous that the number of Workhouse Agricultural Schools in 
connexion with that Board, now amounting to 16, should bo 
increased. 

There are many Unions not included in that number, in wliich 
the boys are at present trained in agricultural work, but without 
assistance from the Commissioners of National Education; and in 
any case in which the Guardians may desire to receive that assist^ 
ance, it will be necessary for them to enter on their minutes a reso- 
lution to that effect ; stating further, that a class of boys is, or will 
be, taught by the Schoolmaster (or Agriculturist) the theory and 
practice of agriculture. On the receipt of this resolution there is 
reason to believe that the Commissioners of Education will provide 
a free stock of Agricultural Class Books. 

The Commissioners of Education will further direct their Agri- 
cultural Inspector to visit the school, and should his report be 
favourable, both as to the state of that portion of the farm cultivated 
by the boys, as well as to the attention given by the Schoolmaster 
or Agriculturist to teaching the elementary knowledge of agricul- 
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ture, a gratuity, wliicli may be an annual one, Mull be given to tbe 
Teacher by the Education Board, not exceeding £15' Agricultural 
Schools have, iu many Unions, been in successful operation, which 
are not in connexion with the National Board ; but the grant of 
books, and a premium to the Teacher, will, the Gommissioners trust, 
be found an additional encouragement to the full working of the 
system, whilst no doubt the practical information of the Agricul- 
tural Inspector, as to the best method of farming, will also be 
valuable. 

The Commissioners believe that there are few Workhouses which 
have not a sufficient quantity of land attached to them to enable 
the Guardians to set apart a portion for the purpose of training an 
agricultural class. The crops to be raised would most probably bo 
those requiring the greatest amount of care and spade labour ; ’ and 
should the cultivation of the land by the boys go no further than to 
raise the various kinds of vegetables required for the use of the 
inmates, a better system of cultivation of the more useful green 
crops might probably be introduced into the district. 

The agricultural instruction (in Unions where there is no skilled 
Agriculturist), both in the school-rooms and field, will devolve on 
the Schoolmaster, who should devote a portion of his time to these 
objects, without sacrificing the three hours in school prescribed by 
article 23 of the Workhouse regulations. A difficulty may be raised 
in carrying out this system, from alleged want of leisure, on the 
part of the Schoolmaster j but in ordinary instances it has been 
found sufficient to devote one hour before breakfast, and three 
before dinner, to literary instruction, and to devote from two to five 
to the farm. 

It has been observed, that where the school-hours have been 
limited, and the children employed in the open air, they have 
assumed a stronger and healthier appearance, whilst they have not 
fallen back in other branches of knowledge. The Commissioners 
believe it to be of the utmost importance that children who have to 
live by their labour should be trained to labour early ; a boy who 
has not handled a spade at the age of fourteen, will rarely turn out 
an active labourer, and that it is, therefore, most desirable tliat the 
boys generally should be accustomed to work at the earliest prac- 
ticable age. 

It has been observed, that the success of all benevolent institu- 
tions for Eie education of the children of the poor, at home and on 
the continent, has, in no small degree; turned on the amount of 
industrial teaching provided for the children, and that those insti- 
tutions have been less useful where the chief efforts have been 
directed to literary attainments. The Guardians should, ot course, 
provide the necessary agricultural implements, suited to the ago and 
strength of the children. 

The Commissioners have, therefore, to request that you will take 
an opportunity of conveying these views to the Boards of Guardians 
of any Union of your district, in which proper arrangements for 
agricultural instruction of the boys are riot in operation, or in which 
you may consider the existing arrangements may be improved by 
adopting the above suggestions. • 
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It has been represented to the Commissioners, that the. minimum 
•amount of nutriment required to be given to class 4, by the Bietary 
Regulations (article 13 in Workhouse rules), is scarcely sufficient 
for boys between the ages of 12 and 15, when engaged several 
hours of the day in active and laborious employment ■, and the 
Commissioners have been requested, in some cases, to constitute 
these boys into a separate class, intermediate to classes 3 and 4 
with an additional allowance of food. 

On full consideration hereof, the Commissioners have determined 
not to alter the existing regulations, relating to the dietaries, but 
they desire to point out that they are prepared, under paragraph 
No. 10 of those regulations, to entertain any proposal which may 
be made to them by the Board of Guardians, under the advice of 
the Medical Officer, to give a somewhat larger allowance of food to 
boys between the ages of 12 and 15, engaged in agricultural or other 
industrial training, than to the other children included in class 4.

No. 7. — Hiring of Young Persons from Workhou.ses; 

Circular to Boards of Guardians thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Biiblin, 
11th January, 1853. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland, have observed on the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the Guardians of Unions, which have been recently laid 
before them, minutes having reference to a circular letter of the 
Parent Board of Irish Manufacture and Industry, communicating the 
desire of Messrs. M'Reynolds and Morgan, of Belfast, to bo supplied 
with from 300 to 500 boys to be apprenticed to them as weavers, 
and proposing that the boys who may be sent from any Union to 
Belfast for this purpose should bo maintained there by the Guardians 
during the month of trial, and that the Guardians should defray the 
expense of conveyance of these boys to the place of destination, and 
also the expense of conducting back such of the boys as may, on 
trial, be found incoriipetent. 

The Commissioners desire me under these circumstances, to point 
out that the proposal to send boys to Belfast at the Union expense, 
and to provide one month’s maintenance for them while employed 
on trial at Belfast, and to convey back again such of them as are 
iound incompetent, cannot be accepted and carried out by a Board 
«f^ Guardians without an infringement of the 52nd section of the 
Irish Poor Relief Act, which enacts that no money raised under the 
authority of that .Act, shall be expended for any purpose not 
expressly provided for therein ; arid I am further to state that any 
expense incurred for the purposes above mentioned and charged in 
■the UnioH Accounts Yvill be liable to disallowance by the Auditor,^ 
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I am at the same time to observe in reference to this proposal, 
that no security is offered for providing that domestic protection of 
the boys proposed to be bound as apprentices, which is usually i>ro- 
vided in individual cases of a2>prenticeship, and which would be so 
necessary to young 2>ersons of either sex in a large town like Belfast j 
and this omission forms, in the opinion of the Commissioners, a 
serious objection to the Guardians availing themselves of the pro- 
posal, if the terms should be in other respects modified hereafter. 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of placing before the 
Board of Guardians their views on hiring out or a2)prenticing boys 
or girls who are inmates of the Workhouse. 

In the first jDlace it is to bo borne in mind that the Guardians 
have no legal authority to make any contract or engagement of this 
nature, either by themselves or by any of their officers, except un- 
der the jM’ovisions of the Merchant Seamen’s Act, whereby they are 
expressly empowered to bind out pauper boys as aji^Drentices to sea 
service, subject to certain conditions set forth in that Act. 

No other description of instrument, whether for the hiring or 
apprenticing of Workhouse children, ought to be executed either by 
the Guardians or any of their officers as parties to the same : inas- 
much as their execution of the instrument, whatever it may be, can 
give no additional validity to its contents, and can only create mis- 
conception as to the real nature of the document. 

It frequently hap^^ens that jrersons are desirous to hire as servants, 
or to take as apprentices, boys and girls who are inmates of Work- 
houses, and such engagements, whether made before or after dis- 
charge from the Workhouse, must be entered into by the children 
as free agents, or by their parents for them, as the case may be ; 
the Guardians of the Union not being legally competent to act in 
loco 2>urentis to orphan children, even v/hilc resident in the Work- 
house. 

It follows clearly from this, that after the discharge of the children 
from the Workhouse, the Guardians of the Union and their Officers 
have no legal authority to interfere with the contracting parties, 
whether they be master and servant, or master and apprentice, but 
that the relations and obligations of those parties towards each other, 
must be regulated and enforced by the ordinary jurisdiction in such 
cases. 

The responsibility of the Guardians, therefore, in reference to these 
arrangements is altogether limited to the time which is antecedent 
to the discharge of the children from the Workhouse; and this con- 
sideration leads the Commissioners to urge on their attention the 
paramount importance of due jirecaution being used when at>plica- 
tions are made to them for children either as servants or atJprenticcs. 
Instances have been brought under the notice of the Commissioners 
in which the grossest ill-usage appears to have been practised 
towards Workhouse children by parties who had been permitted by 
the Guardians to hire them from the Workhouse; and in which the 
children have returned to the Workhouse from, such service in a 
lamentable state of emaciation, disease, and filth. It is in the pOAver 
of the Guardians, so long as the children remain under their care, 
to decline the application of persons who may not be known to them 
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to be reputable partioe, and likely to afford to young children taken 
^o^ctio^n: smdancer and d^mt^e

short, periods of soryioe, after the expiration of which, it appears 
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to be part of tbe arrangement, that the persons so hired should return 
to the Workhouse. The facility thus created of procuring labour at 
convenient seasons, and letting the servant return at intervals to 
the Workhouse, to be maintained until again wanted, may appear 
to be beneficial to the employers of labour; but if it be so, it is a 
benefit enjoyed by them at the expense of a public fund. To the 
labouring classes, not being inmates of Workhouses, the system is 
obviously fraught with evil and injustice for if employers of labour 
resort to the Workhouses to procure it, it is more than probable that 
they do so, because they can obtain it there at least cost, and because 
they can there make engagements of the most convenient nature to 
themselves, as regards the duration of the service ; two circumstances 
which tend most materially to the derangement of the labour market, 
and to the injury of those who have their own labour to dispose of, 
as their only means of subsistence. 

With regard to the inmates of Workhouses themselves, it is 
certainly to be desired that they should leave the Workhouse when 
the opportunity of maintaining themselves and dependents by their 
own labour, is presented; but it is still more desirable, that when 
once discharged with that intention, they should remain permanently 
in employment, and depend on their own means and resources. 
The Commissioners arc, therefore, of opinion that the authorities 
engaged in the administration of the Poor Law, ought not, in any 
case, to give countenance to any arrangement in which it is clearly 
and specifically contemplated, that a i:>er&on discharged f'om the 
Worlchouse should return to it, after a certain period of service. 

The Commissioners consider that the principle above stated applies 
to the children under fifteen, as well as to adult inmates of the 
Workhouse; and that it is better that boys and girls should remain 
to partake of the education and training provided in the Workhouse 
to the age at which it may be practicable for them to obtain engage- 
ments likely to be permanent, than to leave the Workhouse at a 
very tender age for service and return to it at intervals, when their 
services may be of less value to their employers. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners desire me to refer to the terms 
of the latter paragraphs of their Circular of tlie 11th ultimo,-'^ on the 
subject of hiring and apprenticing children from the Workhouse, in 
which their views are fully set forth; and to request you will omit 
no available opportunity of urging those views, and those contained 
in the present Circular, on Boards of Gruardians, for adoption, in your 
district.

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In most of the Unions of my district children ore hired out, but 
in none are the arrangements so judicious as in this Union. In some 
I have thought that the children were too young and too feeble; 
and in some instances, I have observed that they were coerced to 
hire, and at very small wages, as they would otherwise be dischaigcd. 
Occasionally I have had to ask if the child -svas not too young, or 
not strong enough, (tc., and to suggest that no coercion sliould be 
used; but when the pauper is healthy and stout, I never interfere. 
It occTirs to me, that were each Union to adopt ttie arrangements of 
this Union, it would be very beneficial. 

I annex a return of adults and children hired out of the Work- 
house of another Union in the spring of last year. Similar returns 
can be had from my other houses, should the Commissioners desire 
them, but in some the data are defective. 



No. ri. — Report on Building Operations and Erection 
of Workhouses in New Unions, by George Wilkinson, 
Esq., Arobitect to the Commissioners. 

Architect’s Department, 

Poor Law Commission Office, 
2nd May, 1853. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit the following statement of the build- 
ing operations carried on through your Architect’s Department in 
the several Unions in Ireland, since 1st of May, 1852, the date of a 
Report contained in the Appendix to the published Annual Report 
of your Board for 1852. 

Particulars of the progress made in providing Workhouses for the 
30 new Unions, formed in pursuance of the Poor Law Boundary 
Commissioners’ recommendation, are given up to the 1st of May 
last year, the date of the Report above stated. At the present time 
19 of the Workhouses of the 30 Dnioiis have been finished and 
occupied, viz. : — Claremorris, Clonakilty, Oorrofin, Crooni, Dromore 
West, Glennamaddy, Glin, Killnla, Kilmacthoinas, Millstreet, Moiint- 
hellew, Rewport, Oiighterard, Portumna, Skull, Strokestoivn, 
Thoraastown, Tulla, Uilingford. 

In 13 out of these 19 Unions last mentioned, the contracts with 
the respective Contractors have been closed; and their accounts 
have been adjusted, and, I believe, paid. In the other 6, the huiid- 
ing accounts are either not yet made out or examined into. 

Of the remaining 11, out of the 30 new Unions, the buildings are 
now all in progress, anil the great majority of them may be expected 
to be brought to a finish witliin the present year. 

The buildings at Ballyvaghan and the separate building for the 
children in tlio Youghal Union, are but recently commenced — the 
former owing to a succession of obstacles which have created delay, 
and the hitter, viz.; — Toughal Union — owing to the delay in pos- 
sessing the site. 
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With the exception of 5 of the 30 new Unions, the particulars of 
«ie fixtures have been all prepared, and their execution agreed for 
The custom has been to employ the Workhouse Cont?actor to 
execute the fixtures on an approved estimate being obtained ■ this 
has been the case in all the Unions but 4, out of the 25 Unions in 
which their execution has been arranged for. In one instance, the 
Contractor refused to reduce an estimate considered much too hi<rh 
for me to recommend to your Board ; in another, the nndertakino- 
was declined ; and in two others, the Architect Department were 
acting in the capacity of builders by carrying on the work,s by 
■weekly 2)ay incuts. ^ 



^ It is always desirable to have the Building Contractor employed 
in the execution of the fixtures, paying him' at their fair value; and 
these being works tliat are not fiimily determined on till thobuildinf'- 
IS about tliree-fourths of it executed, the particulars are then nvit 
pared; and where the Guardians have been desirous of usin</ steam 
for cooking, washing, or other purposes, instead of ordinary boilers 
the particulars Iia\-e been prepared accordingly, and contracts 
obtained for steam apparatus from competent parties. 

With regard to the execution of the buildings now in progress I 
have little to remark upon, except that at Donaghmore, it has bimn 
found necessary, owing to flieir slow- progress, to take up the works 
and execute them, under the direction of the Oflico, hy weekly 
payments and tlie purchase of materials, in the capacity of a Con- 
tractor; and tliat in tlio Unions of Mitchelstowii and Killadysert 
the Contra.ctor has not made tlie exertions for finisliing tlie buildings’ 
which It is considered he ought to have done; and notices have 
been served upon bmi, in pursuance of wliicb, under tbe provisions 
or the Building Contract, the Clerk of Works has instructions for 
employing workmen on what is improperly delayed or neglected bv 
the Contractor. ^ o j 



With regard to operations other than those connected with the 
30 new Unions, formed by the Poor Law Boundary Commissioners 
they have been varied — drawings or specifications for nearly 200’ 
works having passed tliroiigh the Office, some of them of minor 
importance, and embracing works for drying-closets, privies, lauu- 
^■ies, w-asli-liouses, hot-plates, ovens, stables, additional wards,’ Fever 
Hospitals, rooms for Officers, tfec. Plans for the now Poorhouse for 
tlie Fermoy Union, occasioned hy the transfer to the Government 
of tbe barrack buildings, at present tbe Union Workhouse, have 
also been j^repared to meet the Guardians’ views, and in accordance 
with the general plan of tlie buildings now erecting at Toughal; 
and working drawings and specifications arc now being made for 
obtaining a contract, for which advertisements liave been issued. 

The large new Poorhouse for the Clonmel Union, which is 
erecting to supply tho place of the present too limited building— 
which was formerly the House of Industry — is advancing satisfac- 
tonly; and the Guardians are now occupied in the consideration 
of the details for the fixtures. 

In conclusion, I would beg to urge the importance of attending 
to the repairs of the main buildings of the houses generally. Many 
of them receive good attention, and are well kept in order by annual 
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contracts, but others are greatly neglected; and parts are in a state 
of decay, from want of attention, and particularly from the want of 
proper protection by paint; the gangways of the floors are in some 
houses likely to become rotten very soon, from the practice of fre> 
9^uently flooding with water instead of dry rubbing, and a moderate 
use of water. The urine tubs, too, at the ends of the floors in some 
of the dormitories are often found to be used in a way that will 
require a speedy renewal of that part of the flooring where they are 
placed.

2. — Return showing what kinds of employment were carried on in 
the respective Workhouses, or on land attached to them, the 
classification of the inmates, and the number of them engaged in 
industrial xmrsuits, kc,., &c., on the- 1st day of July, 1852. 

The Eetnrns received from the Clerks of Unions show that the employ- 
ments consist in cultivation of "Workhouse grounds, shoemaking, tailoring, 
and making-np clothing for Loth male and female inmates ; preparing flax 
and wool, and spinning and weaving same into various kinds of doth ; car- 
pentry, baking bread, painting, tin-making, oakum-picking, stone-breaking, 
embroidering muslin, lace-making, net-making, knitting, nursing the sick, 
cooking, and the ordinary household work. 

The total inmates of the Workhouse on 1st July, 18o2, was 184, 9G5 
(including 27,000 sick.) The total number employed in industrial 
pursuits at that date was o7,521, who were thus classed : —
